‘The advantages of the situation are 
now entirely oa the 9 of the Boers. 
They can tighten their grip on 
Kimberley and Ladysmith and sc foree 
our Generals either to remain on the 
defensive and witness the surrender 
of these entrenched camps, or to again 
fight offensive actions for their relief, 
against an enemy superior in numbers 
and strongly posted in broken ground. 
Granting that the Boers have suffered 
severely, as doubtless they have, they 
possess the confidence brought by 
success, while our forces would be 
more than human did they not feel 
more or less the dispiriting effects of 
failure. Moreover, against the Boer 
losses must be set our own, especially 
in officers, which are so great that 
several of our best fighting battalions 
are practically non-existent. In these 
circumstances it seems scarcely pos- 
sible that, without reinforcements,any 
further attack will be delivered or, 
if delivered, can be crowned with 
success. 

The gravity of the situation is, 
however, somewhat less if Ladysmith 
and Kimberley have supplies of food 
and ammunition to enable them to 
hold out for another couple of months, 
for in this case Buller and Methuen 
can, pending the arrival of reinforce- 
ments, remain on the defensive. But 
it is precisely on these two points that 
it is impossible not to feel the greatest 
anxiety. As to the state of the be- 
leaguered garrisons we have absolutely 
no information, but no one acquainted 
with the strength of our army at 
home can help feeling the greatest 
misgivings as to the possibility of 
dispatching in time the number of 
men that the occasion demands, 

So far as we know at present, Sir 
Charles Warren with the Fifth 
Division has reached the Cape, 
General Kelly Kenny's Sixth Division 
has just left England, and the 
Seventh Division has received orders 
to sail. Thus in about a week rein- 
forcements to the number of say 9,000 
fighting men will be in the field, 
three weeks later another 9,000 will 
arrive, and in another month at the 
earliest a force of equal strength will 
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reach the Cape, in all 27,000 fightiig 
men. 

‘Assuming this force to be divided 
between Buller and Methuen, it adds 
13,500 men to each command, a very 
moderate reinforcement, taking into 
consideration the tasks which await 
these Generals, and one which can 
scarcely be deemed sufficient to make 
success a certainty, yet nothing less 
than success will retrieve the present 
position of affairs. It is not merely 
a question of conquering the Boers 
but of recovering our lost prestige. 
In the civilised world prestige is not 
of great value. European Powers 
can gauge without difficulty our 
strength and our weakness to a 
nicety, but with the semi-civilised, 
prestige is everything. ‘The story of 
our defeats will be told in Kabul, in 
Constantinople, in Peking, in Cairo; it 
will fly from village to village through 
the Dark Continent with that ex- 
traordinary rapidity with which news 
travels in wild countries; it-will be 
whispered in the Bazaars of India 
from Cape Comorin to the snow-clad 
peaks of Cashmere, and find a ready 
echo in the native Press to whose 
y veiled sedition we have for so 
rs turned adeaf ear. But 
le must not be the last that is 
another must follow it however 
dearly it my have to be purekased in 
lives and wi 

Though we are s: + worthy 
of the name of a Britisher sugges* 
any other course than proseet*is, 
the war to the bitter ond, there are not 
wanting those who pretend to believe 
that the star of Eugland is on the 
wane, and that her mighty Empire, 
built up by the courage and energy 
of her sons, is about to crumble to 
pieces.

"With ri 
tariff question in China (in which China

Ox the subject of the Champagne vintage 
of 1809, Mr. Chas. Heidseck sends the 
following letter to the London Standard:— 

Sir,—As wo have now finished the “Ven- 
danges” for the champagne vintage of 1899, 
it in with much pleasure I send you a short 
account of the vintage, as usual.” The vines 
this year were visited in April by a severe 
frost, which blighted nearly the whole of 
the buds in the “Grands Cras” of the 
white grapes distriet—Cramant, Avize, 


















































|Mesnil, etc. Ay and Mareuil,” in the 


Marne district, were also severely touched. 
‘Phe flowering of the vines commenced at 
the end of June, and lasted, owing to con- 
inuous cold and wet weather, till the 
middle of July. The end of that month 
and the whole of August wero very dry 
and hot, and during that time the vines 
made great progress; the grapes that had 
escaped from the frost were in_spleni 

condition. This exceptionally-hot summer 
brought the fruit to ripeness very fast, and 
to make a very fine wine it only requited a 











je rain 
the grapes. 

Ao early vintage was expected, and, 
accordingly, all arrangements were made. 
But about the middle of September the 
weather completely changed ; heavy rain, 
with occasional storms, retarded the ripen- 
ing of the grapes, and then, to add to our 
misfortune, cold and damp weather set in. 
Av the beginning of October the days were 
very fine, but the nights somewhat cold. 
The vintage, which had already begun 
in the Marne district, commenced general- 
ly om and about the 3rd instant throughout 
the “Graude” and “Petite” Montagne : 
Verzenay, Bouzy, Villedommange, ete. 
Although’ the grapes are not abundant, 
they are free from all maladies that infest 
the vineyards—i.e., mildew, oidium, ete. 
—and are very even in ripeness. From 
the must it is difficult to form any opinion 
on the quality, but it is wenerully con- 
Sidered that the vintage of 1899 will bv goud, 
though small in quantity. I regret to 
mention that the Phylloxera is still with 
us; its progress is slow, but exch year we 
see the pest increasing.

Tue Clengyle is $0 well-known in China 
that the following account of her departure 
‘on trooping business will be read with 
interest :— 

“The embarkation of the O Buttery of 
the Royal Horse Artillery and x section of 
the 2ad Cavalry Brigule Ammunition Co- 
lumn at the Royal Albert Docks yesterday 
was accomplished under unpleasant and 
depressing circumstances. Rain in the 
night aud early mormng had transformed 
the roadways into miniature quaumires, 
through which the men had to warch with 
their horses and baggage ; and their dis- 
comfort was intensified ‘by continuous 
downpours during the whole of the opera- 
tions connected with yetting on 
hoard ; but in spite of this, they were in 
the highest spirits. ‘The transport was 
the ateamship’ Glengyie, of the Glen line, 
owned by Messrs, Mnegregor and Co., of 
London. ‘The vessel, which is 2,275 tons’ 
burthen, has been for several years trading 
between London and China in the ten 
trade. She lay at No. 4 shed in the 
Galleons Basin. The Artillery, consisting 
of six officers and 182 men, travelled from 
Aldershot in threo special trains, the 
first reaching the dock soon after eight 
o'clock and the others before noon. 
They brought 200 draught horses, nine 
officers’ chargers, and six 12-poundet guns, 
Major Sir John’ Jervis White-Jervis was 
in command, and the other officers were 
Captain R. F. Rateliffe, Lieutenants J. E, 
Alldridge, W. ‘Thompson, E. J. R. Pell, 
and A. L. Scott, R.A.M.C. (attached). 
Two trains conveyed the Ammunition 
Column from Caterham, where it had 
been moblised. ‘The secdign consisted 
of seventy-four men, nearly all Reser- 
vists, and three officers, Captain Bell- 
field’ (in command), and Lieutenants 
Stapleton and Wood. In addition there 
embarked 1 detachment of the 12th 
Company of the Royal Army Medical 
Corps, consisting of Major Knaygs (in 
command), Lieuienant H. Enson, and 
35 men. ‘The Glengyle cast off her moorings 
in the course of the afternoon and took 
her departure amidst the cheers of the 
crowd on the quay-side. The soldiers, 
swarming to the bulwarks, reciprocated by

Tae London and China Express quotes 
the following letter from a London daily 

japer -— 

Paperjoticed the other day the state. 
ment that the Catalonia leaves with 
troops to-day or to-morrow, and is expected 
to do the passage to Capetown in 22 days 
—certainly a very slow rate of speed. This 
Cunarder, with her sister ships, the 
Paronia and Cephalonia, is now going on 
for 20 years or so, aud I doubt if the speed 
of either will be more than 12 to 123 knots 
an hour, How does it come to pass that 
tho large, avift, and powerful steamers of 
the Cunard line, the Lucania and Cam- 
pagnia, of 13,000 tons, and of a speed of 
21° to 22 knots each, which receive an 
annual subsention from the Government, 
have not been taken up? I would ask 
the same question with regard to the 
Etruria snd Umbria, which are specified 
to do from 19 to 20 knots. ‘Then, 
with regard to the ‘*White Star” Line, 
I find that the Oceanic, of 17,000 
tons, and the Teutonic and Majestic, of 
10,000 tons—all of 20 knots at least—have 
been discarded, and the old Britannic, of 
some 20 years, and doing some 15 knota 
has been chartered instead. How d 
happen. thatsuch fine new steamers 
of the P. and 0. Company, as the Arabia, 
Egypt, Caledonia, India, Himalaya, ete., 
capable of doing 17 to 18 knots, have not 
been taken up, instead of the second-class 
boats sach as the Formosa, Manila, Suma- 
tra? The new steamers of the Royal Mail, 
say between 5,000 to 6,000 tons, steam 
fully 16 to 17 knots, but uot one of them 
has been taken, and though the Orient 
Line have large, magnificent, aud swift 
steamers, only the old Orient has been 
chartered. I sm very pleased to observe 
that the new Castle boat—the Kildonan, of 
10,000 tous—leaves to-day with fully 2,500 
troops, and it is added that she is expected 
to maintain an average speed of 20 knots 
an hour, and so cover the distance from 
Southampton to Capetown in 15 days, or 

ossibly less. The Briton, of tho Union 
Eine, of equal size and of nearly the 
‘same speed, leaves to-day as a Government 
transport. ‘This is as it should be, as speed 
at the present critical moment is priceless. 
General Buller is patieutly waiting for 
troops at Capetown, and is it necessary to 
point out that had the subventioned 
steamers already referred to been em- 
ployed instead of smaller and only 10 
or 12 knot boats, we should in all 
likelihood have had 8,000 to 10,000 troops 
landed by this time at Capetown or Port 
Elizabeth? I have heard it stated that the 
selection of second-class boats was made on 
the score of economy! Owing to the 
present critical position of our small army 
in South Africa I maintain that it would be 
worth several millions sterling to our 
Empire if our troops now on the ocean 
could arrive one week earlier than their 
due rate. 

In a letter to the L. & C. Express the 
same correspondent adds the following 
further particulars :— 

‘The Kildonan Castle carries nearly 3,000 
troops and is good for 20 knots an hour, 
and barring accidents will do the passage 
in fourteen to fifteen days. She is a 
vessel of 10,000 tons, and it is quite clear 
that such swift vessels as the Oceanic, 
Lucania, Campagnia, doing, say 21 to 22 
knots, would, in ordinary weather, do the 
passage in twelve to thirteen days. The 
first-named is 17,000 tons, and would easily 
carry 4,500 troops, whilst the two last 
would be good for 3,500 to 4,000. The 
Etruria and Umbria of 8,200 tons could 
certainly carry from 2,000 to 2,500. sup- 
posing suitable alterations were made for 
our gallant soldiers. The new and large 
ateamers of the Royal Mail, P. and O., and 









































Orient Lines, doing say, 17 knots on an 
average, would be good’ for 2,000 troops 
each, and would have done the passage 
from Southampton to Capetown in sixteen 
days with good weather. Had a few such 
vessels been chartered, some 15,000 troo} 
more would have been fighting for us 
South Africa to-day. Why employ aecond 
and third-class boate ? 


‘Tae Globe points out that a most excep- 
tional and significant feature regarding the 
news from the seat of war at the present 
time is the facility and frequency with 
which telegrams continue to be sent to this 
country from Pretoria, Johannesburg, and 
other places in the Transvaal. Though 
this obviously garbled information may be 
interesting to the general reader, the fact 
that the lines and cables which convey the 
news are still in direct communication re- 
veals a state of afisirs which calls for the 
strictest inquiry. It is true that all tele- 
grams into the Transvaal are subjected to a 
censorship, but we must remember in the 
first place that though the secret code is 
forbidden, the ‘open cod 
able. By its meat 
looking messages may really convey infor- 
mation of the highest importance to the 
enemy. At present, telegrams to Pretori 
from this country’ are transmitted 
Lorengo Marques. Now, that place is in 
{ Portuguese hands, and the land wire passes 
the nsvaal-Portuguese frontier, The 
result is that no censorship is exercised b; 
tus at that place. But there is a remedy, an 
one which should, we consider, be instantly 
adopted. The cable to Lorengo Marques is 
a British one, and the shore end should be 
disconnected and taken on board an English 
cable ship in Delagoa Bay. By this means 
all cables will be under our direct con- 
trol, and all messages from or to the 
Transvaal would have to 2 pass through the 
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hands of our censors. ic,” 
too, can bo dealt with by altering tho 
wording without altering the general sense.

was captured by the Boers just 
the battle of Elendslasgte, and was 
able to send home the following very in- 
teresting matter :—The victory of General 
French at Elandslaagte to-day (Saturday, 
2ist October), enables me to forward you 
an account of an exciting and novel ‘ex- 
perience that has befallen me, On Thurs- 
dy Ileft Ladysmith for Dundee to join 
the force under General Symons, hoping 
to be in time to record the engagement 
that was then believed to be imminent. I 
| found that a passenger train had just left, 
j but a goods train of five-trucks was on the 
point of departing, conveying cattle and a 
quantity of stores and equipments con- 
signed to the camp at Dundes. Together 
[ith a photographic artist, an employé, 
Jand the cattle contractor, I decided to 
{ proceed this train. We got through 
safely as far as Elandslaagte, but at this 
point the signal was dead against us, und 
the driver pulled up. The signal had been 
cleverly manipulated by a party of Boers, 
numbering ahout fifty, who had been Iyin, 
in wait for us. The moment we slow 
down, the driver was covered by their 
rifles, aud we were called upon to alight. 
The passenger train, we learnt afterwards, 
had managed to “rush” the station. The 





































Boers had fired upon it, but the plucky 
engine-driver put on full steam and went 
safely ahead, though he was compelled to 
leave the guard behind. Boers had 
then taken possession of the nd. 
ordered the man in charge to set the 
at “stop,” in order to cheek our train. 
FINE FEATHERS MAKE FINE BOERS, 
Our driver ran into’ the trap, and we 
found ourselves prisoners before we well 
knew what had occurred. Directly they 
had secured the train, the Boers cut the 
telegraph line and tore up the track. We 
ourselves wera treated well, though the 
Field Cornet in command warned us that 
apy one attempting to escape would, if 
discovered, be immediately shot down. 
At the same time, he assured us that the 
Boers were not savages. Those under his 
charge consisted .of Transvaalers, Free 
Statere, and Dutchinen from Cape Colony 
who were British subjects. My enforced 
stay with the enemy was not without its 
amusing features. I found them a great 
deal less truculent in manner than in 
appesrance, At first sight, thanks to the 
infinite variety of their costumes, they 
for a picturesque 
majority of them 
nd trousers, with 
noy-patterned scarves, and 
formidable slouch . Some of them, the 
day after the capture of the train, when its 
contents had been looted and shared, came 
out in the most fautastic garb. Several 
appeared in military greatcoats, and one 
young fellow strutted about proudly wear- 
ing o Staff officer's cap, while another wae 
considerably inconvenienced by a huge 
sabre clanking at his heels. But, unsol 
dierly as they might seem to an eye acct 
tomed to the neatness of Aldershot, there 
was no mistaking their physical fitness, 
Nearly all of them wore strong, powerfully- 
built men, while a few were veritable giants.

This morning we were startled by the 
sound of the British guns, and began to 
hope that there might be a prospect of 
rescue or escape. Our desire was soon 
realised. The Boers, including our guards, 
speedily found enough to occupy th 
attention without troubling about a hand- 
fol of civilian prisoners, and in the course 
of the morning we made our way unmoles- 
ted tothe British lines. There we were

THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
OF. CHINA. 
, 13th Dec. 
Ir is. not. only. American residents 
in China who will read with much 
-.interest the third number of the 
« Journal. of the American Associa- 
tion which has recently been issued. 
Tt is chiefly occupied with a report of 
the dinner given here on the 13th 
of November by the Association to 
the U. S. Minister to China, the Hon. 
E. H. Conger, at. which some sixty 
members and guests were present. 
Mr. F. E. Haskell, the President of 
the Association and one of our oldest 
* residents, was in the chair, and the 
speeches made were of such a char- 
acter as to raise the dinner consider- 
ably above the level of an ordinary, 
social function. 

The oratorical section of the enter- 
tainment was opened by the toast to 
the President of the United States 
and the singin, of the patriotic ballad, 
« America,” alier which the Chair- 
man proposed the health of the guest 
of the evening, Mr. Conger. Mr. 
Haskell referred to Mr, Conger’s 

‘recent visit of investigation to the 
smiddle and southern ‘treaty ports, 
and mentioned that the association 
here had” been’ asked by the New 
York body to, assist in an agitation 
for Consular reform. He. went on 
‘to mention. that American citizens 
“here have no grievances, which caused 
him .a lack of subjects on which 
to speak. He thanked Mr. Conger 
for the alacrity. and energy with 
“which he taken up every 
matter of importance in which his 
assistance had been asked, and said 
that he had no doubt that it was 

atly due to their guest that the 
Gaited States had_determined to 
maintain the Open Door policy which 
the British Government had seemed 
to be abandoning. While the Min- 

‘ister, the U.S. Government, and the 
“Association were all opposed to the 
dismemberment of China, they must 
continue to press on the Chinese the 
necessity of'reform in their judicial, 
military, and civil service depart- 
ments. Mr. Haskell concluded by 
‘wishing Mr. Conger bon voyage. 

Mr. Conger modestly insisted that 
it was not he who was being honoured 
but the country of which he was a 
represeritative. He gave a short 
sketch of the events that have made 
the United States an Asiatic Power. 
These events, he said, “ have, so far as 
we are concerned, suddenly bridged the 
“Pacific Ocean, and placed the United 
‘Statés face to face with the Chinese 
problem with a. nearness and a 

jotency not existing heretofore.” Mr. 

longer evidently sees' in Peking 
signs’ of a real desire for the in- 
troduction of western civilisation. 
“China ‘is, herself,” he said, “ open- 
ing the gates and actually inviting 








foreign education, skill, capital, and 
invention to her aid. Railroads are 


to be built, mountains explored, | 


mines opened and operated, high- 
ways constructed, waterways con- 
served, factories built, and her hidden 
resources brought to light.” All this 
means important and increased com- 
mercial intercourse with the other 
nations of the world, but he warned 
his hearers that success depended on 
their personal effort, not on a depend- 
ence on the action and_assistance 
of the U. S. Government. Mr. Conger 
concluded by promising that both 
missionaries fn merchants would 
always find an eager friend in the 
U.S. Legation at Peking, while it in 
its turn asked for the cordial aid and 
co-operation of the American citizens 
under its care. 

Mr. Consul-General Goodnow pro- 
posed the toast of the U. S. Army 
and Navy in a neat little speech, and 
it was responded to by Captain 
Bicknell of the U.S .S.  Monocacy. 
Bishop Cranston followed with a 
happy address which was unfortun- 
ately not reported, and, as show- 
ing the great importance which 
missionary work assumes in China, 
it may be mentioned that all the 
other speeches reported were made 
by missionaries. The Rev. J. C. 
Ferguson began by calling atten- 
tion, after an amusing comparison of 
Mr. Conger with Kang Yii-wei, to the 
excellent record of American Minis- 
ters at Peking, citing especially Mr. 
Burlinghame and Colonel Denby; and 
he made the very true remark that 
“the great need of the Chinese 
empire at the present time is that of 
men, and this need is apparent in 
every department of the Government 
from the lowest mandarin to the 
Council of State. ‘The possibility open 
to an able man of impressing himself 
upon the general policy of China, 
and directing it to good ends is 
now very great.” The Rev. W. P. 
Bentley’ made some excellent "re- 
marks on the “Yellow Man’s Burden.” 
The yellow man, he said must first of 
all take up the burden of denial and 
disillusion; he must take up the 
burden of belief, and the burden of 
service; and he had faith that the 
yellow man would successfully take 
up his burdens. It would be interest- 
ing to read the yellow man’s views 
of this question. 

The Rev. E. T. Williams is always 
eloquent, and he fully sustained his 
reputation in the

He illustrated 
the constant tendency of the’ white 
man to follow Greeley’s injunction 
and “go west.” This inevitable 
tendency has now brought the 
American to Hawaii and Manila 
“ Wherever in the past the American 
pioneer has gone he has borne with 
him the white man’s burden of bless- 
jing; can it be doubted that he will 
carry the same blessings to Hawaii 
and the Philippines ?” “The presence 
of white men in Shanghai is an 
illustration of this truth. Mr. Wil- 
liams concluded with a stirring pero- 
ration which we wish we had room 
to quote, in which he showed how 
fully the United States is justified 
in her recent decision to take the 
lead in an endeavour to prevent the 
partition of China and enforce the 
policy of the Open Door in com- 
merce. 

The last speaker was the Rev. F. 
L. Hawks Pott, who took as his text 
the “American Association.” He 
eulogised the comprehensiveness, the 
health, and liberality of the Associa- 
tion, “Although it is a commercial 
association yet it includes in its mem- 
bership the missionary as well as the 
merchant. Never before in the history 
of the East have we seen the merchant 
and the missionary joining hand in 
hand in just such an amicable man- 
ner.” Mr. Hawks Pott went on to 
show how well civilisation advances 
when the missionary and the mer- 
chant run in double harness. “ Honest 
trade and missionary endeavour are 
both mutually helpful the one to the 
other and both make for the good of 
jthese Eastern lands, and so both 
have a place in this Association.” 

Following the report of the dinner 
comes a letter from Washington with 
some editorial remarks on the sup- 
port that should be given by the 
American Association to the pro- 
jected Isthmian Canal which, it is 
urged, promises to be of vast benefit 
both to America and Asia. 





THE WAR. 
Ugth Dee. 

Ir would be unwise to attempt to 
minimise the gravity of the news of 
the last two days, for the defeat of 
General Gatacre’s force is nothing 
less than a disaster, and at the very 
time too when the position of the 
| British imperatively called for 
‘success. From the scanty details 
we have received there can be little 
‘doubt that a column of 4,000 troops 
made a night march with a view of 
rising the Boers at Stormberg, 
was itself partially surrounded 
and forced to retire with a loss of 
one-sixth of its strength. 

The essence of a night march is 
secrecy, and until the first streak of 
light, when the attack is delivered, 
troops must advance in close forma- 
tion. Most of us have experienced 
the difficulty of finding one’s way by 
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night, even when the position of 
every object is well-known, but when 
a latge number of men are moved 
under cover of darkness the difficulty 
is increased a hundredfold, in fact 
becomes so great that the force 
must, unless the country traversed 
in a flat desert such as that over 
which the British army advanced to 
attack the lines of Tel-el-Kebir, keep 
to the road, otherwise it will become 
a straggling body of men without 
any semblance of order. 

But a close formation on a road is 
the most unfavourable position in 
which troops can find themselves 
when attacked. As a column of} 
4,000 men, with guns, occupies a 
length of about one mile of road, the 
transinission of superior orders under 
fire becomes a matter of extreme 
difficulty if not of impossibility: all 
that can be done is to attack, and at- 
tack withont order, method, or 
reserves, when nothing short of a 
miracle can avert disaster. Hence 
the proposed movement must be 
kept absolutely secret, so as to 
ensure the troops reaching their 
destination unmolested. 

In General Gatacre’s case there is 
every reason to believe that the 
enemy received carly information of, 
the movement, probably through the 
men em ‘oy! to guide the column, 
and the tothe Boers 
were prepared fur aa sthick at an 
carly Tour in the morning, and nt 
only prepared, but skilfully dieyrsed 
to bring a conveiying fire on the 
column from several directions, shows 
that General Gatecre’s advance was 
expected by the enemy. 

tis to be feared that the loss of 
the troops in morale is even greater 
than the material loss, for there is 
nothing soldiers resent more than 
being badly led. A fair fight, oven 
followed by a defeat, is not so in- 
jurious to the morale of a force as 
the belief that to use their own 
words, “they did not get a chance.” 
In these circumstances they lose 
confidence in their commander, and 
whether General Gatacre was led 
into danger by treachery or blun- 
dered, ‘rhether he was unfortunate 
or rash, is not to the point, the fact 
remains that the fighting value of 
his force must be seriously diminish- 
ed. His division, or a part of it, was 
employed to overawe the disaffected 
and check the stream of men and 
_ stores, which, it is said, flowed north to 
Bloemfontein by the railways which 
link the Eastem portion ‘of Cape 
Colony with the Orange Free State. 

This duty Gatacre’s foree can still 
perform, but in its weakened con- 
Aition the Boers will be able, either to 
press it closely, or, rendered confident 
by success, to detach men to rein- 
force the commando which is re- 
ported to be at Jacobsdal threatening 
Methuen’s flank. In fact, the effect 
of this repulse must be more than 
Joral and will doubtless serve to 














inspire the Boers with a still deeper 
belief in the justice of their cause 
and in the God of battles who has 
delivered the enemy into their hands. 

From the Modder river and Colenso. 
the news is far from reassuring. 
Though we have had no official 
account of the action, it is beyond 
doubt that Methuen has again been 
engaged with the enemy. Possibly 
the affair was not of great magnitude, 
but the report from Pretoria as 
regards the number of prisoners cap- 
tured at Stormberg is so accurate, 
that there can be no reasonable 
doubt that General Cronje did, as he 
states, make fifty prisoners in last 
Sunday's fight. 

It is difficult to see the reason why 
the Boers were permitted to destroy, 
so far as we know, unopposed, the 
railway bridge over the Tugela River. 
Iv may be that Buller does not 
consider the force at his disposal 
sufficient to hold the right bank of 
that river, or it may be that in 
opposing the Boers he might have 
been prematurely drawn into a 
general engagement, which he de- 
sired to avoid. We know too little 
of the military position in Natal to 
even speculate on the reason, but of 
this we may feel well assured, that 
no agitation at home, no pressure 
abroad, no temptation by the enemy, 
tempt he never so wisely, will induce 
Sir Redvers to attack until he feels 
justuld in so doing by a reasonable 
hope of sis, and that when he 
does attack, wireiter successfully or 
unsuecessfally, he wiil hit hard—very

THE news from the seat of war con- 
tinues to be bad, and though the 
alarming news which first reached us 
yesterday morning, and which we 
cirenlated in an extra issue, has been 
somewhat modified by subsequent 
telegrams, the intelligence is serious 
enough. 

Lord Methuen attacked the Boers, 
covering the investing force at Kim- 
berley, with his Highland Brigade at 
dawn on Monday last, and though he 
failed to drive the enemy from their 
entrenchments, he succeeded in hold- 
ing the position he had gained during 
the day, until darkness put an end to 
the struggle. Next morning, the 
Boers having been reinforced, the 
General took the only course open 
to him, and with ‘his shattered 
brigade retired on the Modder River 
apparently unmolested, showing that 
the Boers did not escape scatheless 
from the fight. 

Doubtless the necessity of guard- 
ing the railway, supplies, sick and 
wounded, forced Lord Methuen to 
leave his second brigade in camp; 
but with a force numbering probably 





not more than 2,000 men, the task 
he set himself to accomplish was 
well-nigh impossible. Relying on 
the often-prayed bravery of the High- 





land regiments, he was justified in 
entrusting to them a difficult task, 
but knowing as we nowdo thestrength 
of the enemy, we can see that the task 
was an impossible one. The loss the 
Brigade sustained shows how hard it 
fought to justify the confidence its 
commander reposed in it. Judging 
by the number of wounded, it is 
probable that the casualties will not 
fall short of: five hundred, an enor- 
mous loss in so small a force, proving, 
if proof were necessary, the gallantry 
with which the Highlanders contested 
the hard-fought field. 

The service and the nation have 
to deplore the loss of Colonel Wau- 
chope, who fell as he would have 
wished at the head of his High- 
landers, amongst whom he had spent 
his life and whom he had so often 
led to victory. 

All hope that Lord Methuen can 
relieve ‘Kimberley without further 
reinforcement must now be aban- 
doned. The Sixth Division under 
Sir Charles Warren is due at the 
Cape. Possibly Sir Redvers Buller 
has himself been waiting for this 
reinforcement, but if Tadysmith is 
safe, he may send it to join Methuen 
who urgently requires’ assistance, if 
tee is to fulfil the task allotted to 

im. 

The troops leaving England to-day 
and to-morrow are presumably part 
of the Seventh Division, commanded 
by General Kelly-Kenny, but they 
cannot reach the front in Natal before 
another month elapses, and who ean 
foretell what may happen during the 
next few weeks? The whole situation 
in South Africa day by day turns more 
and more on the result of Buller’s 
aviempt to relieve Ladysmith, A 
brilliant success on the right may 
retrieve the defeats on the left. 
Meanwhile, the Transvaal are exer- 
cising so rigid a censorship that we 
practically now nothing of their 
losses. ‘They may have suffered as 
heavily as we have, without havin, 
the same recuperative powers. Ib is 
absolutely certain under any cir- 
cumstances that whatever -reverses 
we may have now, they will not 
affect the issue. Our Generals are 
learning their work; there will be 
plenty of volunteers of the best class 
if men are wanted, and the Boers 
may still rest assured that on our 
side the fight is to a finish, however 
much it costs in men and money.

WueEn Kang Chung-t'ang during his 
mission to Kiangsu was approached 
by Shéng, Director-General of Rail- 
ways, he asked him why he should 
not give up his school. The expense 
might be spared. The Empress 
Dowager very much needs the 
money. But, replied Shéng, “China 
needs to be independent of the 
foreigner. China can only acquire 
that independence "by ~ technical 
education. If pupils learn to do 
what foreigners do, the hire of 
foreigners may be dispensed with. 
It would be better policy to train/ 
electricians, engineers, and _ship-/ 
builders than to continue to be be- 
holden to the foreigner. China ought 
to train her own engineers and ship- 
builders. Is it not your own wish 
that China should not engage the 
services 6f foreigners? The best way 
to carry out this idea is to encourage 
such an institution as mine.” This 
was a good answer. Tt is un- 
fortunate for the Manc!.us that they 
at present adopt a rigidly conserva- 
tive policy. The opposition of Kang 
Chwng-t'ang to schools must in the 
Chinese mind weaken the sentiment 
of loyal confidence in the political 
wisdom of the Manchu. The greatest 
Manchu Emperors had no prejudice 
against reform. Nor has the present 

mperor shown any disposition to 
adhere rigidly to old precedents. In 
this respect he holds opinions different 
from those of Kang Ohung-t'ang and 
his party. The Emperor is at heart 
a reformer, and useful reforms would 
continue to be made now as in 
the early part. of 1898, but for the 
sinister influence of the conservative 
Manchus. “It would be well if the 
Manchu party should, under the influ- 
ence of Chinese persuasion, be led to 
abate its rigid conservatism and anti- 
foreign tendencies. Railway con- 
struction and the advance of foreign 
commierce’ will gradually ‘effect a 
change.’ They must become wiser a 
the years roll on. The Chinese states- 
men of the present generation ‘are 
more inclined “for reform ‘than the 
ait, Events have made them so. 
‘The writings of Chang Chib-tuig on 
burning questions of the ‘hour ‘are 
most sensonable. ‘They are instinct 
with the spirit of reform. Especially 
ise alive to the importance’ of ‘for- 
eign travel, foreign studies, and of 
acquaintance with foreign ' politics. 
But he has no idea yet that China 
must cease to live in the atmosphere 
of Confucian ideas and 1 both 
the sciencé and the religion of 
Western ‘nations. He has still this 
to learn.” oie

at Sicawei for their converts. In this 
journal lately a frightful picture is 
drawn of the desolation caused by 
pagan attacks on Romanists. No 
fewer than twelve Catholic churches 
were destroyed in three districts of the 
prefecture of T'aichou, many lives 
were lost and marly wounds inflicted. 
For this destruction there must be 
the payment of an indemnity which 
ought to be levied as a fine on the 
land-owners of ‘the districts where 
the destruction of property took place. 
Such occurrences show that the Pro- 
gressive party at present may be in 
part’ identified with the Christian 
party, Catholics and Protestants 
will do well in future to consider 
Shetwsalves as all of them members 
of the Progressive party. This party 

also includes. all reformers who hold 
that Christianity ought to become 
the religion of the nation instead of 
Confucianism. 

Of the Conservative party animated 
by a spirit of strong opposition to 
foreign influence, Kang Yi may be 
regarded as the leader, All. the 
Manchus do not think with him. 
Viceroy K‘uei of Szechuan has been 
lately sending officers to Japan to 
learn army drill. They will return 
and introduce it among the new 
troops to be organised in his 
provinee. This measure is progres- 
sive. It harmonises with Cl a“ 
Chih-tung’s ideas exactly. The ne 
of troops to quell robber bands 
and protect life and property is 
peremptory and ought not to be 
delayed. Christians especially have 
suffered severely in that province. 
Not they alone but large regions 
occupied by those who are not Chris- 
tians have been desolated by the 
scourge of armed bands of robbers. 
Viceroy K‘uei in obtaining foreign 
models for army organisation without 
engaging European drill-masters is 
acting in harmony with the new 

licy which aims to make China 
independent of foreign aid. 

Why are the Manchus much more 
conservative than the Chinese? The 
reason is to be sought partly in their 
origin. They are descended from a 
race which gradually, with the help of 
Chinese ideas, rose out of barbarism. 
The superstitions of the Manchu tes- 
tify to their origin. They are slaves 
to the Emperor not simply subjects. 
The Chinese memorialist says “your 
subject ;” the Manchu says in his 
memorial “your slave” ‘The spirit 
of the slave is less capable of pro- 
gressive reform in national institu- 
tions than that of a nation which by 
avoiding the word “ slave ” shows that 
it “possesses a certain amount of 
national liberty. Tke Manchu idea 
of a king as held by Kang Chung- 
tang is that of a perfect despot. The 
Chinese idéa of a king is a mild des- 
‘pot, acting in accordance with pre- 
cedents and never without the ad- 
vice of the Council of State. The 
Manchus have ‘many ‘ptiérile su- 








perstitions ; they encourage belief in 
the power of exorcists who under- 
take the cure of maladies; they 
make vows by sacrificing some vic- 
tim to obtain the restoration to 
health of a sick ‘person and to 
call attention to the vow a piece 
of the flesh of the victim is fasten- 
ed ai the end of a stick or bdton 
which is placed on the floor. 
Certain demons they think reside on 
mountains. These demons are sup- 
posed to enter into the bodies of 
men and render them extremely 
uncomfortable, till some method of 
exorcism is employed. When anim- 
als cry and children weep ‘these 
spirits are provoked and approach 
the spot from which the sound pro- 
ceeds. Then something must) be 
done to drive them away. There is 
a class of women who profess to have 
the power of dispossessing persons in 
whose bodies some malignant spirit 
has found a temporary abode. They 
beat a drum and say that a strong 
spirit then comes to drive out a 
weaker spirit. The weaker is the 
more malignant. ‘The natural effect 
of the tiao shéng cerem»nies in which 
the exorcist by leaping drives out an 
evil spirit from a child, is to render 
the Manchu Bannermen and _ their 
wives and children inclined strongly 
to superstition and make them 
averse to political and social en- 
lightenment.

THE ANTI-CHRISTIAN MOVEMENT. 

‘The disturbed condition of the country to 
the east and north of us, continues, To 
the north-east the soldiers of the Governor 
drove of the insurgents who are posing 
as patriots and persecuting Christians, but 
they received no reward for their services, 
On_ the contrary, though there was a fight 
and nearly « hundred men left for dead 
‘on the field, besides a few soldiers wounded, 
the whole affair aroused the anger of the 
Governor, and he degraded every official 
whom he could reach, and punished every- 
oue who had anything to do with it. 

THE OUTRAGEOUS ACTION OF THE 
GOVERNOR. 

‘The result of this ill-timed action was, of 
course, soon manifest. At first the whole 
country was quiet, and the buming of the 
homes of the Christians ceased. The 
“Boxers” had sought to do as little personal 
injary as possible, while they aimed by 
open-day robbery and ‘destruction of suel 
property as they could nnof-carry away, 
to terrorise the people aud make the 
preaching of Christianity of ‘no effe 
All this was changed by the severe" punis! 
ment which they received at the han 
of the soldiers, and there was a sure 

romise of a lasting peace bad not the 

vernor interfered, and by pardoning 
those taken red-handed and in other ways 
showing bis siding with them, fanned tho 
dying embers into new flame. ’ As it is, the 
persecution has only spread into other 
neighbouring counties. One Roman Catho- 
Tic chapel his been burned, andin many 
vills the ‘inembers of that cdmmunion 
have had their houses burned''tihd rifled, 
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Many Christians spend their nights on the 
roofs of their houses, others are in hiding 
and still others have moved to places where 
they hope they may be safe from their 
enemies, while yet others have denied their 
faith in hope that they may escape and 
continue to live in the old village at their 
homes. 





A CURIOUS ARMY. 

From Eastern Shantung has come a small 
army which has steadily marched through 
the country to the south of us on its way 
toShansi. This army carries neither arms 
nor reapons of any kind, nor is it a band 
of beggars, of whom there are so many in 
this part of China with the opening of 
winter. Nor are the ee (for said army 
is accompanied by all the impedimenta of 
wives, childreu, and household stuff) com- 

anies of refugees, fleeing from a famine 

istrict, Rather, they are families of the 
middle-class, small farmers who living near 
the sea to the East and in regions border- 
ing on those ocupied by the Germans, are 
fleeing to lands where they hope the dread- 
ed foreigner will never come. It seems 
hard to believe that any people should be 
80 ignorant aud deluded, and this action of 
those who love the very land on which 
their miserable villages staud shows how 
inteuse must be their fear to make them 
willing to leave them. 

UNREASONABLE CHARGES. 

‘A large region to the west, south and 
south-west has for many months been 
possessed with the idea that certain evil- 
disposed persons were interested in poison- 
ing all the wells they could reach. To the 
west at Shuntefu, in Chibli, the authorities 
had to decide upon the guilt of two beggar 
women who were brought before the mag- 
istrate under this charge, said beggars 
having sat themselves down to rest at the 
well of acertain village. More than sixt 
people from that village took them up wit! 
he evident expectation that the least 
punishment they would receive would be 
the death penalty. ‘The ‘magistrate sent 
them away free much to the surprise of the 
farmers, nuly, @ man who had for 
more than ten years been accustomed to get 
free treatment at the hospital here, on his 
way home with medicine, attempted to per- 
suade a child whom he overtook on the 
road to eat a persimmon which he offered 
him. The child refused, saying the per- 
simmon had been drugged. The man foolish- 
ly persisted, being offended that his well- 
meant intentions should be misunderstood. 
The child at last became truly frightened 
and fied for his home with such haste, that 
when he arrived there, he was well-nigh 
speechless. The man ‘was seized by the 
villagers, severely beaten, and only let off 
from being beaten to death by his con- 
fessing that said fruit was really drugged. 
Taken belore the magistrate, said officer 
first ordered him to be beaten, and then 
proceeded to interrogate him. Being a 
simple fellow, he got bewildered, and only 
remembering his promise to tue villagers, 
declared that the “medicine” came from 
the foreign hospital, and that he had been 
hired to distribute it. To every such reply, 
the official simply ordered him to be beaten 
still more severely, saying that it was absurd 
to suppose the foreigners would take the 
trouble to do such a thing at a distance; 
that he knew better, ete.

However, for the past six months, several 
officers of the I. M. Customs have been busy 
at Chengliuki pinning and laying out 8 
foreign Settlement; and, ae duly advertised 
in the newspapers, the lots were put up for 
public auction at ‘the Land Offiee, Yochou, 
{alias Chengliuki) in the presence of the 
Tuotai_and- Mr. Morse, Commissioner of 
Customs, on Monday ‘Inst. The crowd 
of purchasers was uot large. At the 
appointed hour on Monday last, there 
put in an appearance two Japanese 
and one Russian gentlemen, an English 
Missionary—who, however, did not’ bid 
—and several ‘natives connected with 
the steamer companies, ‘The land to be 
disposed of was extensive, and might easi! 
have been twice as large without incom- 
moding anybody. But all the same the lots 
were microscopic. ‘The Chines in their 
wisdom had cut the ground up into several 
hundred pieces, most of them the size of 
‘one quarter of x mow or say 40 feet by 45 
fect, From ancient times the celestial 
plan has been to pig together, the closer the 
better, why a foreigner should require so 
much’ room the Chinese have never been 
able to understand, and they were to have no 
such nonsense at Ohengliuki!

Indeod, it transpired when the auction 
came on, that_no money could buy them 
out and out. ‘They were only to be leased 
for a period of 80 years at an annual ground 
rent of $100 per mow for the best, $30 per 
mow for the second best, and $50 per mow 
for the poorer positions.” The auction was 
simply to settle how much in addition to 
these sums the public would be willingtopay 
for a choice of sites. ‘There was by no means 
a cut-throat competition, Each purchaser 
got what ho wanted at about the upset 
price, and allowed his neighbour to do the 
samo. Still it was dear land, One gentle 
man wanted a piece of about four mow, and 
in order (o get it had to buy no less than 
seventeen separate lots, although the whol 
piece hardly amounted to the area of an 
ordinary Concession lot in the older Settle- 
ments. For this ground he pays the 
sum of $12,000 in thirty annual instal- 
ments, at the end of which time he is 
to have the privilege of doing it all 
over again for another thirty years if he 
likes, or clear out, Further, if he fails in 
his payments any single year, the land 
immediately reverts to the Chinese Govern- 
ment with all that is thereon. It need 
hardly bo said the lots were not all sold.

‘They sre nearly all from 
Hankow, and instead of frequent through 
communication they will have to fall back on 
the river boats which run at most uncertain 
intervals—generally two or three in a bunch 
and no more for a week—for passage 
to Ohengliuki, and there wait the departure 
of an equally tincertain Iaunch. Under these 
circumstances the native boats will likely 
regain the passenger trade. 
A PUZZLING BUSINESS. 

The whole business is very puzzling, Tt 
is hard to make out what lies in this 
Opening of Hunan. Do we have a magnificent 

1 joke on the part of the mandatins ; 
ori thatwhatthey havedone isdue to their 
childlike simplicity and that they mean 
well?’ However, two things seem. clear 
enough: first, that if'a port is really opened 
in Hunan beyond the Tuvgtiog, Chengliuk 
will soon sink back into its originel ins 
ficance; and second, that no such port will 
be opened ifthe provincial high authorities 
cau prevent it.

‘THE SANITARY BOARD AND THE RATS, 

At the meeting of the Sanitary Board on 
the 7th instant it was decided to inaugurate 
a crusade against the rats, the rodents 
having been proved to be great dis- 
semiuators of plague. The Board therefore 
have resolved to orgauise a rat hunt, to 

istribute rat-traps broadcast throagh the 
free of cbarge, and to give a reward of 
two cents per head for the vermin. The 
lea is to reduce these pests now the city 
is free from plague and to endeavour to 
keep them under. I fear, however, the 
Board have set themselves a hard task. 
Every Chinese tenement swarms with rats 
and cockroaches, and the inhabitants are 
singularly apathetic about their destruction,

Nine 
war correspondents why are shut up in Lady- 
smith find very few opportunities of getting 
messages through, and when they do, their 
telegrams aro subjected to a rigid censor- 
ship aud the newspaper correspondents 
at Durban and the Cape, while similarly 
censorised, have the additional advantaye 
that they are mainly dependent for their 
news on native runners. It was thus that 
we received nows of grext victories on 
‘Thursday and Friday, of the slaughter of 
hundreds of Boers aud the capture of some 
two thousand prisoners. ‘The victories 
were not imaginary, it is true, but subse- 
quent news hns shown that they must have 
ven enormously exaggerated. 

TUE CENSORSHIP. 

As to our own military movements for 
the relief of Ladysmith the Government 
takes good care that nothing shall come 
through ; but there is a sanguine belief 
among military experts here that some 
important prefiminary steps have been 
taken without waiting for the arrival of the 
reinforcements from home, and that as 
soon as a comparatively small proportion of 
‘the troops now on their way have landed, 
we shall have news of a very decided 
change in the position of affairs in the 
north of Natal. There has been a little 
xrumbling at the rigid censorship which 
allows us to have so little information, but 
it is mainly confined to the Daily Telegraph 
which indulged a few days ayo in an out 
burst of almost inarticulate. indignation 
at the treatment to which Mr, Bennet 
Burleigh—the “*Euly Burleigh,” as the 
Globe dubbed him—has’ heen sub- 
jected. Since then the War Ollice has 






































by an extraordinary blunder on its own 
part or that of Sir Redvers Buller ap- 
propriated one of Mr. Bennet Burleigh's 
messages as an official dispateh and com- 
municated it to all the Telegraph’s rivals 
before it appeared in that journal. But 
Lord Lansdowne has made apolozy for 
this. There is not much sympathy for the 
Telegraph in its complaint. Ie is an un- 
deniable fret that somehow news does 
get past between the Transvaal and tho 
Continent of Europe, doubtless through 
diplomatic channels, and seeing that, how- 
ever loyal the Dutch population of the 
Cape may be as a whole, there aro doubt- 
less hundreds of sympathisers with the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
among them, the censorship is the more 
necessary. 
LORD SALISBURY ON THE WAR. 
Since the Transvaal troable reached an 
acute stage Lord Salisbury has hardly 
opened his lips in_public, and his speech 
at the Guildhall Bangaet last night was, 
therefore, looked forward to with the 
keenest interest. And it was an admirably 
vigorous and at the same time. carefully 
restrained speech which he delivered. 
Unfortunately for him, he was deprived by 
the precipitancy of German officialdom of 
the one piece of important news which he 
had been reserving for his speech—the 
announcement of the Samoan agreement. 
T have it on very good authority that he 
had carefully arranged that tie official 
announcement of this agreement should 
not be made until after his speech; but 
Germany did not keep the secre® 'long 
and our Foreign Office was, 
therefore compelled to issue its version 
of the agreement on the evo of Lord 
Mayor's Day. But the Prime Minister 
was nevertheless able to make one su- 
premely important declaration i 
ower will be permitted to interfere in 
any form in our conflict with the Transvaal 
“or dictate to those coneerned in it, what 
its upshot shall be. Wo shall carry it 
through ourselves,” he continued ; “the 
terference of nobody else will have any 
effect on it—in the first-place, because we 
should not accept such an interference 
zladly, and in the second place, because I 
am convinced that no such idea is present 
to the mind of any Government in the 
world.” This is, of course, a warning 
well as a pronouncement, and it has been 
carefully worded. It isan incontestible 
fact that, though no such idea may be 
present in the mind of any Government 
now, such an idea was present in the 
mind of Russia, in the person of Count 
Muravief, its’ Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, a week or two ago, and com- 
inunications were made by him to other 
Governments on the subject. He is not 
now likely to repeat the blunder.

TRE NEW LonD Mayor,

that it is unsportsmanlike to kick, the

| of self-defence and that a man who finds 
‘himself involved in a street Giht, for i 
jstance, ought to be able to use all the 
weapons with which Nature has endowed 
|him. Previous attempts to put the 
two systems to the test have failed because 
‘no English boxer would agree to his 
antagonist wearing boots.

‘This gave invaluable 
breathing-time to Charlemont, who was 
completely winded, “His breath was com- 
ing convulsively, his eyes were almost 
starting out of his head,-and he was in 
n pitiable state of nervousness. Had 
he been called up to time for the third 
round, I am confident that he would have 
heen knocked out directly. The end of 
the fight was still more unsatisfactory. 
Driscoll received a kick in the only part of 
the hody which Charlemont was expressly 
forbidden to touch. Charlemont’s sup- 
jorters asserted that the kick was de- 
Hivered on tho knee, but an American 
medical man who examined Driscoll im- 
mediately afterwards assures me that 
such was not the ease and that thero 
was an unmistakeable swelling, clearly 
proving that the blow was, though of course 
unintentionally, a foul Obviously the 
fight should have been awarded o Driscoll 
as soon as it wns clear that the blow was 
foul, but the referee, instead of ascertaining 
tho fact from the medical men, yave the 
fight to Charlemont because his opponent 
had not come up to time. Of course the 
decision was an entirely wrong one, but 
the referee, evidently quite inexperienced, 
was no doubt carried away by the prevail- 
ing uproar and excitement, At the same 
time, while sympathising with Driscoll, 
it is'a pity that ho should have ontered 
upon the affair without knowing any- 
thing about French boxing, and without 
obtaining the sorvices of a competent 
second able to §\ both languages 
‘and to give his principal some necessary 
advice, He should also have clnimed the 
fight on the foul. By not doing so he left 
miny people under the impression that he 
had been fairly and squarely beaten by 
failing to protect his knee from Charle- 
mont’s boot. Perhaps, though, as the

ADMIRAL AND MRS. DEWEY. 

‘The welcome home of Dewey terminated 
fittingly at Washington with the presenta- 
tion of a home in the best quarter of the 
city, bought from the proceeds of con- 
tributions from the people of the country 
in genersl. 

Dewey has not long left the home with- 
out a mistress, for this week he was 
married to Mrs, Mildred Hazen, widow of 
Gen, Hazen who was for some time the 
head of the Signal Service Department of 
the army. Mra, Dewey (as she is now), is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs, Washington 
McLean, and sister to John R. McLean, 
one of the most prominent Democratic 
loaders in the country and candidate of his 
party for Governor of Ohio this year. The 
Admiral’s wife is 43 years old, but does 
not look it. OF medium height, inclined 
to stoutness, sho possesses marked dignity. 
‘There is a touch of reserve in her bearing 
when among strangers. Her crowning 
beauty is her abundant auburn hair, worn 
rolled high from her forehead in the pre- 
vailing atyle. 

Mrs, Hazen is rather under the average 
size, but she does not give the impression 
of being a small woman, because of the 
grace with which ehe carries herself, and 
the certain proud way her dainty head is 
set upon her shoulders—an inheritance 
direct from her beautiful mother, Mrs. 
MeLean, who is conceded to be the most 
patrician woman in appearance and bearing 
in Washington's most exclusive set. 

Twelve years ago Gen. Hazen died, and 
since that time his widow has lived ‘with 
her mother, whom she idolises, Last year, 
by an accident, John McLean Hazen, his 
widowed mother's only child, was killed, 
being thrown while riding a horse. At 
the time, Mrs. Hazen’s grief was so terrible 
that her life was for weeks despaired of, 
and from the date of her bereavement 
until her bridal frowsseaw was in prepara- 
tion, Mrs, Hazen never wore a gown of

‘THE AUTUMN ELECTIONS. 

‘The annual fall elections were held this 
week and the results are a source of much 
gratification to the Republicaus in general 
and to the Adwministration in particular. 
The chief Sight was in Ohio, McKinley's 
home State. The Democrats sought stren- 
uously to carry the State, or at least to cut 
down the Republican plurality, so that it 
might be interpreted as a rebuke to MeKin- 
ley’s Philippine policy. The contest was 
complicated further by the independent 
candidacy of Mayor Jones of Toledo, whose 
popularity is due to his profession and 
practice as a friend of the labouring man, 
and who adopts as his political platform 
the Golden Rule. In spite of all this, 
Nash the Republica 
ernor, was elected by nearly 60,000 plurali- 
ty, a generous increase over the usual vote. 

The results in the other States which 
held elections were almost equally favour- 
able to the Republicans. ‘The one ex- 
ception was Nebraska, Bryan’s State, where 
the nominee of the Fusionists (made up of 
Republicans and_Populists) carried the 
State by some 13,000. The Republicans 
are not grieving at this much, however, as 
it seems likely to ensure the nomination of 
Bryan by the Democrats next year, and 
they feel that he will be less to be feared 
then than he was three years ago, when he 
was defeated by McKinley. 

‘THE UNITED STATES AND CHINA. 

The increasing attention given to China's 
affairs in this country, of which I have 
written in previous letters, continues. 
Articles on China, on American interests 
there, and on the whole problem in the 
Far East are to be found in the magazines 
of almost any month. 

Further than that there seems to be 
good reason for believing that the United 
States has informally joined hands with 
Englind in adopting a definite policy in 
regard to China's future. It looks as if 
both countries would work strongly and 
harmoniously for the maintenance of the 
“open door,” but that if they find this 
impossible of achievement they will agree 
on some scheme of partition. 

When France, Germany, and Russia 
reached out to take slices of China, the 
United States served notice that they had 
rights that must uot be encroached up. 
and that there should be no abridgemen! 
of our rights and privileges in,the treaty 
ports of China, by reason of the territory 
passing into the sphere of influence of any 
foreign Power. Verbal assurances were 
given that the permanency of our enjoy- 
ment of these rights should not be 
threatened. 

Secretary Hay has deemed it better that 
these assurances should be put in written 
form. ‘Therefore our ambassadors in 
France, Germany, and Russia, have been 
instructed to take steps for the procurement 
of written agreement securing the per- 
maneney of our rights in the Chinese ports 
which this Government requires. 

‘There has been an apparent reluctance on 
the part of the Powers to put this agreement 
into definite written form, and while there 
has tiot yet been a formal proposition of 
the sort made, it is understood that these 
Powers will propose that, insted of an 
agreement for a permanent “ open door” 
to China, the United States consent to a 
partition into spheres of influence, itself 
establishing a sphere, each Power then 
being free to do as it pleases within its own 
sphere. 

NO U.S. SPHERE OF INFLUENCE. 

‘Thiis very adroit proposition will not be 
accepted for two reasons. First, the open 
door will give the United States all the 
advantage of trade desired, and it will not 
be confined to any particular sphere of 
influence; and second, it is not the desire 
of this government to expand into China 









































‘and to assume responsi 
torial possessions in that empire. The 
President is intensely interested in 
this matter of insuring our treaty rights, 
and expanding our trade with China. He 
followed with most profound attention 
the discussion of this question in the com- 
mercial congress, and is greatly interested 
in a tour through the South that has been 
made by Mr. Barret Minister to Siam, 
who is actively agitating the question of 
Eastern trade. Since the cotton planters 
and manufacturers will be, perhaps, more 
than any other, immediately benefited by 
the development of Chinese trade, the Pre- 
sident expects to receive support from the 
South in his efforts at trade expansion. 
‘The cotton manufacturers of the South are 
showing signs of awakening to the import 
ance of the movement and are communica 
ting with the President on the subj-ct. 
THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 

It is the intention of the President to 
make the discussion of the Chinese quos- 
tion, including the diplomatic moves that 
have been made and a disclosure of the 
policy of this Government in dealing with 
the question internationally, a feature of 
his next annual message to’ Congress, or 
else, which will probably be found more 
effective as well as more convenient, to 
Congress soon after it is convened 
‘@ special message treating exhaustively of 
the whole subject. 

NO PRESENT APPREHENSIONS. 

A government official in high station, 
who has had large experience in Chinese 
questions, is authority for the statemout 
that our Government does not apprehend 
any immediate injury to American interests 
from the peliten! moves that are being 
made in China, On the contrary, the 
conditions aresuch inthe Flowery Kingdom 
that there is the best reason’ to believe 
that, 6o far from restraining tho opora- 
tions of the United States in the matter 
of trade extension ‘in that quarter, the 
European nations which have under one or 
another pretext seized upon portions of 
the Chinese coast would actually welcomo 
our advent, as calculated to materially as- 
sist their own efforts to break down 
Chinese conservatism, and open up vast 
markets in the interior of China to the 
trade of civilised nations, ‘The only 
possible source of apprehension would 

some action in the distant future on 
the part of leaseholders that might tend 
to restrict our freedom of trade, and even 
this would probably be accomplished, not 
by direct means, ‘such as prvhibition of 
entry at seaports or discriminating duties, 
but rather by means of vexatious regula- 
tions and the imposition of such obstacles 
as might be afforded to the control of 
the railroads and political machinery of 
the country. 

NO LACK OF VIGILANCE, 

‘That concessions and leases wero not 
taken up by European nations without 
enquiry by the United States Government 
as to how our interests were to be affected, 
was disclosed clearly in the last annual 
message to Congress of President McKinley. 
‘The President then said that he had not 
been an indifferent spectator of the ox- 
traordinary events that had been transpir- 
ing in the Chinese empire, whereby portions 
of the maritime provinces passed under 
European control, and steps had been taken 
to see that our ‘interests were not pre- 
judiced by any exclusive treatment by the 
new occupants. He had become assured 
on that point, however, so that there 
was no occasion for the United States 
to become an actor on the scene. 
These statements were made by 
President after the latest foreign acquisi- 
tions in China, and negotiations are now 
being carried on by the State Department 
to carry out the President’s aim and 
insure not only for the present, but for 
the future, free access of American com- 
merce to the interior of China. 
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INSISTING ON THE OPEN DOOR, 

‘The officials of the State Department 
flatly refuse to make any public statement 
relative to the measure of success that has 
attended their efforts, though itis admitted 
that the subject is so far stili open, 
although the prospects of ultimate success 
are regarded us highly encouraging. A 
prominent member of the administration 
family who refused to be quoted, said re- 
cently, however :— 

“We have kept out of the Chinose 
question until now. Providence in its 
owsdom has Jed us to China at this most 
ipportune time, and events have occurred 
which now make it imperative that this 
Government have a voice in the Eustern 
question, 

“Qur trade with China must be pro- 
tected, and the United States Government 
will preserve every right and privilege it 
possesses, even though it becomes necessary 
to occupy territory. 

“Tt can be stated that it is not the 
intention of the Government to securo 
territory in China, except as a last resort, 
“Tho open door’ must be maintaine 

“The United States and Great Britain will 
work in harmony in securing this. ‘The 
other Powers will, before the dismember- 
ment is complete, be requested to guar- 
anteo this privilege to the United States. 
In tho event it is refused, more radical 
isteps will be taken, 

“Te is not the intention of this Govern- 
ment to give an ultimatum whiob will 
involve the world in war, but the safety of 
tho growing commerce of the United States 
must be assured,”

IMPERIAL DECREES. 

(1) Ying Ch‘ang, expectant Manchu 
Brigadier-General, is appointed to serve 
on the staff of Jung Lu, Generalissimo of 
the Grand Army of the North. 

(2) Formerly, owing to the financial 
straits of the Imperial Exchequer, the 
Board of Revenue reported that there 
were a largo number of Princes, nobles, 
and officials, both in Peking and the faa 
yinees, anxious to contribute towards a 
fund for the assistance of the Exchequer, 
but who refused to take back Chao Hsin 
Bonds as receipt for their contributions, 
whilst also disclaiming any intention of 
receiving any reward from the Throne 
in recognition of the proposed service, 
This, however, seemed to us as taking too 
great an advantage of our subjects, and 
that such a measure was only permissible 
in acrisis of last resort. It then seemed 
Dest to us at the time to refuse contribu- 
tions made on such a basis. Now, however, 
Jung Lu and his colleagues have again 
yeverted to the subject declaring that, as 
it is a movement of a most spontaneous 
nature, joyfully and sincerely offered 
by our Princes, nobles, and officials, it 
would be impoitic to’ disappoint such 
loyal and patriotic offers of assistance, 
and, therefore, the consent of the Throne 
is earnestly besought and prayed for. It, 
therefore, behoves us to grant our sanction 
to this measure and that such as are will- 
ing to conitribute money to the Exchequer 
without receiving any Chao Hsin Bonds 
therefor, may do so as a mark of their 

atriotism aud loyalty. But it also be- 
Rloves the ‘Throne to give-some mark of 








approbation and, therefore, we command 
that Tsai Shou, son of Yi K‘uang, Prince 
Ching, 1st Order, bo granted the decors.

Wei, Prince Kung, 1st Order ; Shan Chi, 
Prince Shu, Ist Order ; Tsai Ch'i, Prines 
Tuan, 2nd Order ; Tsai Lien, Prince of the 
3rd Order ; and Tsai Lan, Duke of the 
2nd Order, be handed over to the Im- 
perial Clan Court for the determination 
‘of adequate rewards ; and that the Board 
of Revenue be commanded to draw up 
alist of officials in the capital and in 
the provinces who have offered their 
contributions, for recommendation to the 
Boards of ‘Civil Appointments and of War 
for adequate rewards. With reference, 
however, to the contributions previously 
offered by such cashicred and otherwise 
punished officials as the Ex-Imperial Tutor 
and Grand Secretary, Weng Tung-ho ; 
Li Tuan-yii, ex-President of the Board 
of Rites; and Chang Yin-huan, ex-Vice 
President of tho Board of Revenue, 
we hereby command that these several 
sums of money be collected from the 
donors’ respective homes and deposited 
in the local government treasuries under 
the heading of ‘Fines and Confisca- 
tions,” there to await instructions from 
the Throne as to their future disposal. 
We note further that Lu Ch‘uan-lin, 
Governor of Kunngtung, hns also sent 
up a list of wealthy and patriotic gen- 
tlemen, belonging to Tinghsinghsien, the 
native ‘district of the ‘said Governor, 
who have handed to him a large sun 
of money as their contribution towards 
the Exchequer, and that he prays to he 
permitted to transmit this joint contribu 
tion to Peking on their behalf. The 
prayer is granted, but although the donors 
refuse to receive Chao Hsin Bonds iu 
exchange and decline reward for their act, 
we still persist that their names be handed 
to the Board of Civil Appointments for 
determination of adequate rewards, al 
though they may be excused from receiving 
the said Bonds. Finally, those amongst our 
wealthy merchants, notables, and gentry 
throughout the country who are willing 
to accept Chao Hsin Bonds in return for 
sums contributed, to all such shall be grant- 
ed these Bonds and care taken for the 
prompt observance of the dates for repay- 
ment of principal and interest, in order to 
show our people that the Government is 
sincere and able to fulfil its obligations. 

(8) We have received two memorial 
reporting the great distress in Anhui 
rovince and appealing to the Government 
for help, the writers being the Assistant 
Grand Secretary, Sun Chia-nai, and the 
Censor, Ch‘eng-ko. On a former occa- 
ion having been informed of the utter 
failure of the crops in Féngyang and other 
prefectures of Anhui, and the consequent 
istress of the inhabitants, we commanded 
the Board of Revenue to send at once 
Tis. £0,000 to T’eng Hus-hsi, Governor 
of said province, for distribution to the 
actual sufferers, Then, when the revolt at 
Kuoyang occurred, suspecting that, among 
the insurgents, there must be many who 
had beon forced to join through the dif- 
ficulty of getting food, we instructed Liu 
K'un-yi, Viceroy of the Liangkiang pro- 
vinces, and his Governors to raise the money 
needed for distribution at Kuoyang and ad- 
jacent districts, a measure which met with 
great success. But we wish to show that the 
welfare of our subjects is always supremo 
in our thoughts, night and day, and that 
the Throne is always willing to render.all 
needful help amongst the masses, and 
although the above-named memorialists 
have only brought to mind what had 
already been done for relieving the distress 
it province, we are still inclined to 
think that there is yet acute suffering 
amongst people who have not received full 
help owing to the extent of the famine and 
the insufficiency of the funds raised for 
distribution. We, therefore, command the 
Board of Revenue to send another sum of 
‘Tis.

The other day we received a memorial 
from Hsiang Lin (Manchu), Brigadier- 
Genoral of T’aining, denouncing Yi Ching 
(Manchu), Guardian of the Western Mau- 
solea, and charging him and hissubordina‘es 
with ‘neglecting the usual ceremonies to be 
observed at the said Mausolea as well as 
shamelessly receiving bribes, ete. We ac- 
cordingly sent tho Grand Secretary, K‘un 
Kang, by courier post. service to the spot 
to investigate said charges. Froin his 
report we find that many of the charges 
preferred by the said Brigadier-General 
not only turned out to be true but that 
there seemed to be more raseality and 
fraud existent than had at first been be- 
lieved. Yet we find that the said Grand 
Secretary has recommended but slight 
punishments for the guilty officials, which 
‘we find most unsatisfactory and therefore 
hereby command the said Grand Secretary 
to go uver the case again and take care how 
he makes a similar mistake again. In fact, 
it seems that this habit of whitewashing 
iatters by investigating officials has 
now become a sort of custom, as it were, 
and this leads us to think that when P‘u 
Liang was sent the other day to Shantung, 
to investigate cortain charges of fraud and 
dishonesty, ete., in regard to tho distribu 
tion of the Yellow River Inundation 
Famine Fund, and other matters, he also, 
managed to slur over the faults of the 
suilty officials and whitewash their case. 
it, however, behoves us to warn all our 
Ministers that any further conduct of such 
‘a nature will bring upon them very severo 
punishment in the future.

Proposed Road to the Hills.—Report by 
the Engineer is read; in reference general- 
ly to this topic the members pass no formal 
resolution, ‘The Secretary is however 
directed to ascertain the attitude of the 
French Couneil towards the scheme and, 
if that be favourable, to enquire to what 
extent the French Municipality would 
participate in the cost of acquisition, con- 
struction and maintenance of the Road:—

Sin,—I beg to report that I walked over 
the route to the Hills (shown by the firm red 
Tine on the plan herewith) proposed by Pire 
Beaurepaire, on the 19th inst., and had an 
interview with him on the subject a few ds 
later. 

‘The total length of the proposed road from 
Sicawei to the Monastery Hill is 18 miles, 
and Iam of opinion that the line is a very 

ood one, having beer located with considera 
fio judgment. 
















































The first point to be considered is the 
acquisition of the land. Pére Beaurepaire 
estimates the cost of the land for a road 24 
feet in width at about $15,000, including cost 
of removal of graves, ete. 

I would, however, strongly recommend that 
sufficient land be acquired for making a road 
30 feet in width which would allow of 
drainage ditches being made on either side 
where necessary, the excavation from which 
could be utilised for raising the road itself. 
‘This applies particularly to the section beyond 
Siking, where the road will ran through low 
lying tice fields. The ebst of the extra land 
would only amount to $4,000, making a 
total of $19,000 for the land ‘required, a 
very moderate sam, which I am sure 
could easily he raised by tho Shanghai Com- 
munity for such a purpose. 


I am strongly of opinion that the road 
should be acquired by the Councils, and be 
maintained by them or by a Commission 
specially appointed. I would suggest that 
the best way would be for the Senior Consul 
toask for the appointment of two deputies 
to wet in conjunction with the Engineers to 
the Councils in order to assist in carrying on 
the negotiations. Should the Councils ap- 
prove the scheme { would recommend that 
the purchasing of the land be proceeded with 
at the ecrliest possible moment, in order to 
avoid speculation along the propose line of 
rou. 

The cost of making the road I have left 
until last, as T consider this a secondary con- 
sideration, ‘The land having been acquired 
the road could be made from time to time 
as funds were available. My idea would be 
for the Couneils to, pay for the land in the 
first instance, and’ as I understand that a 
good mahy Foreigners and Chinese would be 
willing to contribute, I would suggest that 
subscription lists be’ opened (headed by the 
large firms and wealthy land owners) for the 
making up of the road, 

‘The cost of raising, bricking, metalling 
and bridging 18 miles of road, say 1 feet in 
width, would naturally be a very large sum, 
probably over a lakh, and such expenditure 
would have to be spread over a fairly long 
period. It must, however, be remembered that 
even five miles of additional driving etc. 
roadway would bo a great boon to the 
Shanghai Community, and, as I mentioned 
before, the metalled’ portion could be ex- 
tended in sections as finances would allow. 

Pare Weaurepaire pointed out, « small hit 
which would be available for ‘bottoming’! 
and this being the case there would not be any 
diicalty in commencing the making up of 
the road at both ends simultaneously. ‘The 
land being once acquired the unmetalled 
portions could be mado available in dry 
weather for equestrians and bicyclists without 
much difficulty. I may add that there is an 
excellent native road, six or seven miles in 
length, between Tsepoo and Siking which 
would’ be available in the meantime for 
walking, riding or bicycling. 

hope to reduce the cost of making the 
road itself hy utilising the large quantity of 
decomposed sand at the Council's Quarry. 
Good roads have been made at the Quarry 
with this material topped with a thin coating 
of chippings, and I hope, with the Council's 
permission, to try an experimental section on 









































the Sicawei Road shortly. 
Finally I would point out that the proposed 
road to the Hills would add materially to the 


enjoyment of Foreigners in Shanghai and 
would be quite worth the mouey expended on 
it. Large sums of money will have to be ex- 
pended on Road Extensions in the Settle- 
meats, with probable opening up of property 
and increased revenue, but I am sure that 
such roads will not increase the comfort <i 
foreign residents but will rather have a coo- 
trary effect. 

T would strongly recommend the Councils to 
acquire the necessary land without delay, as 
I am certain that such a favourable oppor- 
tunity will not occur again, For the further. 
ance of such an object I am inclined to think 
that the sale of the old Rifle Butts Lot would 
meet. with" the approval of the Ratepayers. 
The idea is certainly worthy of consideration.

THE CHINA BRANCH OF 
THE ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY. 


—+—_ 
A meeting under the“fauspices of the 
above Society took place’ at the Society's 
Hall on Thursday evening, when a paper 
was read by the Rev. J. Edkins, D.D., on 
“The philosopher Sitin-tsi and his relation 
to contemporary schools of thought.” Dr. 
Eakins stated that Sitin-tsi was born 
some time in the third century B.C., and 
lived on to the final struggles of the Chou 
Dynasty. In his time philosophy: was in a 
low condition and he, therefore, came for- 
ward seeking to revive the school of philo- 
sophy of which Confucius and Mencius 
were the teachers, Although he belonged 
to the Confucian school many of his 
doctrines were widely different from those 
of that sage. He always reserved to himself 
the right of criticising his predecessors 
‘and was more especially opposed in many 
points to Mencius. Notwithstanding these 
Gifferences the Confucian school had great 
respect for his writings, especially in mod- 
ern times, when perhaps of the three 
teachers his works were the most read. 
Bis peculiar, doctrine that was opposed 
to Mencius taught the inherent badness 
of human nature. In fact the principal 
chapter in his book dealt with the badness 
of mankind and afirmed that it was but 
the accident of circumstances that brought 
forward from time to time such just 
rulers as Yao and Shun and such philoso- 
phers as Confucius, and but for that 
mankind would everrevertto the evil side. 
His works did not attract mach notico till 
the time of the T'ang Dynasty, but since 
then they have been taken up, expounded, 
and enlarged upon. The lecturer went on to 
Arava picture of what China would be with- 
out her philosophers who, he urged, had 
been the mainspring of all’ that was good in 
the Chinese constitution, and under the in- 
fivence of whose opinions China for thou- 
sands of years had continued to be in the 
forefront of civilisation. At the conclu- 
sion the paper was commented upon by 
several of the audience, including Dr. 
Parker, the Rev. T. Richard, and the Chair- 
man, Mr. F. S.A. Bourne, Mr. T. W. 
Kingsmill then read a short paper bearing 
on the work recently issued by Messrs. 
Skrine and Ross entitled The Heart of Asia. 
Mr. Kingsmill drew attention to the num- 
ber of mistakes which occurred in the early 
chapters of the work, owing to the 
neglect of the authors to consult English 
authorities such as Col. Yule or Sir Hei 
Rawlinson and others, and. placing suck 
trust in a comparatively unknown French 
author like M. Drouin. More especially 
was this noticeable in the account of the 
progress of Alexander the Great and also 
in the account of the Bactrians and 
Parthians. He regretted to have to 
draw the attention of the Society to 
these faults, as the book was badly called 
for and might have filled an important 
blank in the early history of Central Asi 
A short discussion followed in which Mr. 
E. T. Williams spoke in high praise of 
the modern political part of the work in 
question. ‘The meeting then concluded 
with the customary votes of thanks,

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THE TRANSVAAL WAR 
MEETING AT NINGPO. 
Sues 

A meeting was held at H.B.M. Consulate 
on the afternoon of the 11th instant to 
consider what action the Britishers 
resident in Ningpo should take in the 
National movement for helping those who 
have been left behind by “The Absent- 
Mind-a Beggars.” 

‘The meeting was called at the instance 
of H.B.M. Acting Consul, Mr. E, Bennett, 
and at 4.30 p.m, the drawi 
the Consulate was Glled wit 
amongst whom was one naturalised Chinese. 

Mr. Bonnett proposed the first resol 
tion :—“'That a fund be raised i 
aid of the disabled and of the families 
of those killed and wounded in our force 
in the Transvaal, and be remitted to the 
Lord Mayor of London.” 

In a few choice words, Mr. Bennett pub 
before those present the duty and privilege 
of easing some of the burdens of our 
soldiers and sailors, He mentioned tho 
four funds towards which subscriptions 
could be given, viz :—The Patriotic Fund ; 
Lloyd’s Patriotic Fund ; The British Red 
GrossSociety ; and The Soldiers’ and Sailurs’ 
Fam lies Association. 

He candidly admitted that the last had his 
entire sympathy. Captain C. Deighton- 
Braysher on rising to second the resolution 
anil: Doubtless you have read the report 
of tho meeting held in Shanghai a few days 
ago ‘For the Sufferers from the War,” 
and it would be but reiteration to add 
to the touching appeals made by Messrs. 
Warren, Anderson, Campbell, Muirhe 
and MeLeod, since I feel sure you will 
all generously come forward and render as 
much help as lies in your power. Tho 
Home papers by the last mail tell us in 
very simple words how that new poem of 
Rudyard Kipling has been received and 
the amount of good it has been the cause 
of doing nud is still doing. 

In that poem he tells us 

“Phere is gas and coals and vittles, and 

the house rent falling due, 
4nd ity more than rathor likely there's 
ae 

I am afraid there will bea great many 
“kids” left fatherless, and in the words 
of the poom just quoted I would urge 
upon you all to pay! pay! pay ! 

Standing before you here I am in ago 
senior to you all, and not one of you 
resent, except from hearsay, knows the 
Rorrors of war and the sufferings it entails, 
It seems to me to be but yesterday since 
T witnessed Florence Nightingale steam 
out of the Golden Horn for the last time, 
when but three wounded men were left 
in the Scutari Hospital; and now in 
‘memory of my persoual experience of those 
days, Lappeal to you for all the support 
you possibly can give to the families of 
our dead and wounded soldiers and sailors. 

‘The Rev. W. 8. Moule, B. A., in moving 
the second resolution : ‘ "That a Committee 
be appointed to collect funds,” spoke 
of how recent events had peculiarly 
moved the heurts of Britishers, especially 
the younger generation, and was personally 
thankful that the meeting had been so 
romptly called. He proposed that the 
Following four gentlemen constitute the 
Committee:—E. Bennett, F. 8. Saunders, 
Dr. Smyth and Dr. Swallow. 

‘Mr. Palmer of the China Inland Mission 
seconded the resolution. 

The Rev, R. Swallow, M.D., in an 
eloquent address supported the’ motion. 
“The present position of affairs” he said, 
“appealed to the hearts of all Britishers.” 
Hecould from the hizhest motives appeal for 
rractical sympathy, “pure religion and un- 
Nefled before God and the Father being, 
to visit the fatherless and the widows 
in their affliction and to keep oneself 
unspotted from the world.” 

Te was a just cause of pride to see such a 
fine lot of disciplined men, unexampled ia 

































the world’s history, going forth to fght the 
nation’s battles. "He believed that they 
would cause no blush of shame to mantle 
the cheeks of the nation through sny un- 
bridled manifestation of their passions. 
He had fall trust that our soldiers and 
sailors would so act not only in battle, but 
throughout the whole campaign as_to 
worthily represent the British nation. We, 
as Britishers, had privileges which no other 
European uation gave to its subjects, not 
the least being that we and our children 
were free from conscription. .How it 
would add to the intensity of our feelings 
if any of us had children engaged in this 
war! But if we have none of our own 
children in the ranks, there are many 
fathers and mothers who have. ‘They.are 
our representatives and the least we ean do 
is to represent them in their families. Let 
there be equal representation, so that where 
there is sorrow there shall at least be no 
want and bodily distress because of the 
disabled or dead breadwinner. One thing 
he felt sure of was, that no British 
soldier or sailor woul. fall who had 
not his face to the foc, and that 
when this uuhappy war ‘was ended, 
and long days afterwards, there would be 
no cause to blush for the way in which 
thoy had fought for their country. He 
appealed, then, that each one should give 
his mite, his greater portion, and to the 
end still give; so that not a single widow 
nor one fathorless child shall have to go 
from door to door to seek the charity 
which it is now our privilege to manifest 
from patriotic and Christian motives. 
Applause.) 

Tho two resolutions were unanimously 
carried, the proceedings terminating by 
tho enthusiastic singing of “God Save the 
Queen.”

OF tho French comic operas that had so 
much vogue in the seventies, there is none 
that has ‘maintained its popularity longer 
than Les Cloches de Cornevillz. It has a 
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good and well-told story, and Planquette 
wrote for it some of brightest_and 
prettiest music. The greater part of the 
audience which crowded the Lyceum on 
Monday must have heard it several times 
before, and, remembering always that it 
was being presented by amateurs through- 
out, its representation at the Lyceum on 
Monday need not fear comparison with 
former performances of it. It is well suited 
for amateurs because there are only four 
principal parts which make much call on 
the vocal powers of the actor, the two 
reputed nieces of the old miser, the Mar- 
quis, and the fisherman, Mme. Reitrop, 
the ‘most versatile as well as the most 
accomplished of prime donne, might have 
had the part of Serpolette written for 
her; she enters into every fibre of the 
lively, savey. peasant girl who cares for 
nobody or nothing, and she was really 
immense in a most gorgeous costume as 
the supposed Marchioness in the third act. 
She is the life of every piece in which she 
appears, and it only seemed that in her 
anxiety to be heard she was forcing her 
yoice # little too much. Mrs. Douglas 
Dick made of Germaine a perfect foil to 
Senpolette ; graceful, quiet and self-re- 
strained, she moved through the piece an 
unrecognised Marchioness, and her singing 
was s0 Sweet and true and fresh, and her 
enunciation so good, that she fairly divided 
the honours of the evening and the en- 
thusinstic applause with Mme. Reitrop. 
Mr. George's beautiful voice and perfect 
method were never more thoroughly en- 
joyed than on Monday night. He was all 
the gallant’ young hero of opera should 
be, and when he sang it was a great 
disappoiutment to the whole house that 
encores were forbidden. Mr. St. Casse did 
everything in his power with the some- 
what ungrateful réle of Grenicheux. An 
evident nervousness interfered with his 
singing in the first act ; even so, his render- 
ing was greatly applauded, and still more 
greatly in the two following acts. The part 
of Gaspard was played with intense tragic 
force by that admirable artist M. Pipelet. 
He projects himself completely into every 
part he undertakes ; he never throws off 
the mask for a second, and he can hold an 
audience even when he is singing without 


























a voice. Unfortunately, it was difficult to 
hear hia. in front. Mr. Frank was really 
admirable as the Bailie; he made it a piece 





of pure comedy, bubbling over with humour, 
and we would willingly have had more 
of his most infectious laugh, ‘The 
of the piece must find it weigh heavily 
upon him that his meanness is to he ex- 
posed in the third act: and it was no 
joubt the consciousness of this that save 
Mr. St. Casse the anxious look that hardly 
ever left his features. Mr. Vestibule, 
Shanghai's Fred. Vokes, 
home in the high comedy réle of Gobo, and 
Mr. R. Hamilton was « distinetly 

tive Christophe, Not only the six charm- 
ng mnsidens. who had the honour of hei 
named on the programme, but the whole 
chorus, ladies and gentlemen, were admir- 
rable.” The chorus was powerful, well ba- 
laneed, chosen for theit voices as well as 
for their appearance, and admirably trained, 
Their singing was ‘a continual treat, and 
they had the great merit of attending un- 
interruptedly to the business of the scene, 
joining in it as if they wero a part of it! 
‘They were entirely free from the mechanical 
action which too often makes a chorus such 





























an irritating adjunct to the progress of the ! 


piece. 
Especial praiso must be given to Mr. 
Wedemeyer, who had the entire charge of 
the musical arrangements, for the training 
of the chorus,and for his very able direction 
of the orchestra. This was composed of 
several amateurs, prominent among them 
being Messrs. Pratt, Lundt, Mansfield, 
Messing, and Dr. Conper, and some mem: 
hers of the Town Band. They played, 
under Mr. Wedemeyer’s capable dire 
tion, with ‘the nicest observance of light 








and shade, so that they were never 
allowed to’ overpower the voices they 
were accompanying. ‘They must be heartily 
thanked for the ungrudging attention they 
must have given at rehearsals to produce 
such an excellent result. Mme. Reitrop is 
to be congratulated on the great beauty of 
the dresses. The stage was brilliantly light- 
ed, and the scenery was bright and pretty, 
very much prettier than the terrible litho- 
graph on the programme would indicate. 
The little ballet which opened the third 
act, arranged and managed by Mrs. Bidwell, 
was certainly one of the prettiest we have 
ever seen here ; and notwithstanding the 
ukase against encores, this had to be re- 
peated. Returning to the singing we must 
notice as to be particularly commended 
the “Legend of the Bells," deliciously 
sung by Mrs. Dick, with chorus; the 
beautiful air, “With joy my heart has 
often bounded,” most charmingly given 
by the Marquis; and the finals to Act 
Tin tho market place, with the sue- 
cessivo choruses of menservants, coxch- 
men, and maidservants, with Serpolette's 
archly-sung solo. In the second Act the 
gems wero the concerted number “Let 
our torches light up the gloom,” Ger- 
maine’s lovely air, ‘* By his side,” the re- 
citative, air, and chorus, ‘Silent ‘Heroes, ” 
and the duet hetween ‘Germaine and the 
{ Marquis, ‘ "Tis she ! a happy fate.” The 
“Cider song” in the third act is too well- 
known to require attention being drawn 
to it. 














As a rule tho performances of the 
Amateur Dramatic Club are given on one 
night only, or at the most bear but one 
repetition, and the uninitiated —the general 
public who witness these performances— 
have no conception of the difficulty that is 
thereby entailed upon the performers, nor 
do they realise that the actors have ‘thus 
no chance of perfecting their parts, or of 
improving the representation, as would no 
doubt be the case had they the experience 
of successive performances to guide them. 
Even professionals at first-rate theatres 
make failures or blunders on first nizhts of 
a piece, and it is almost an invariable 
rule that alterations and emendations 
take place at subsequent performance: 
until a standard as near perfection 
possible is eventually reached. Itis, ther 
fore, not to be wondered at that the repre 
tion'of Les Cloches de Corneeille on Wednes- 
day night, was an improvement all round 


























on the opening performance. All engaged 
in it felt more confidence than at first, the 
principss banished nervousness that had in 





some cases been previously noticeable, and 
the result was a more completely successful 
representation. But the principal improve- 
ment was due to the change Mr. Pipelet 
made in his representation of the miser, 
Gaspard. From the outset he played tho 
part more vigorously, putting more ai 
tion and “go” into his s and busi- 
ness, which not only prevented the Opera 
from dragsing in certain parts as was 
noticeable last Monday, but it enabled this 
clever actor to show a greater contrast 
the mad scene, which on Wednesday night 
| was well worked up, resulting in a really 
| powerful picee of acting. How much the 
| audience appreciated the change that Mr. 
Pipelet had instituted was shown by the 
fact that, not only was the scene loudly 
Iapplauded, but there were loud calls for 
' Mr. Pipelet when the curtain fell, to which 
he responded by appearing in front and 
bowing his acknowledgments, It is need- 
less to say that the theatre was again crowd- 
ed in all parts. 

Madame Reitrop was again the life and 
soul of the piece as Serpolette, while Mrs. 
Dovelas Dick was once more a perfect and 
refined foil to the impulsive and outspoken 


















Serpolette, as required by the plot of the 
piece. ‘They were well supported by the 
Marquis and Grenicheux, while the Bailie 
and Gobo caused constant amusement by 
their comical renderings of their respective 
parts. On Wednesday night the rule 
against encores was in force as on the first 
representation and, what was more, was 
very strictly observed ; but had this not 
beon the case Mrs. Douglas Dick as 
Germaine and Mr. George as the Marquis 
would have been obliged to rspeat several 
of the musical numbers thut fell to them. 
Indeed Mr. George had great difficulty in 
getting on. with his lines after singing the 
Valse Rondo in the Ist Act, so persistent 
were the audience in their desire to hear 
him again. Grenicheux’s barcarole in. the 
Ist Act was also loudly applauded, and 
some of the numbers that fell to Serpoletto 
found great favour with the audience, 

The choruses were from first to last 
excellent. Not only aro there very good 
voices amongst the members of the chorus, 
but one and all pay proper attention to 
the conductor's béfon, so that all. the 
choruses were rendered much beyond the 
usual standard on such occasions, and this 
is not only creditable to Mr. Wedemeyer, 
the Musical Conductor, but also to each 
individual member of the chorus. It was 
a pleasant surprise to noté that absence 
of “fooling about” amongst the male 
members of the chorus, which has too 
often militated against a really good 
delivery of the various numbers. 

The ballet at the opening of the 3rd 
Act was again raptirously received, and 
again the audience insisted on an encore, 
despite the regulation. It is without 
doubt the prettiest dance that has been 
seen on the Lyccum boards, but its 
appearance would be improved if the chorus 
wore partially withdrawn behind the wings 
while the dance is going on. As it has 
been given, the dancers have heen nt times 
wasked from part of the audience in the 
stalls ky the chorus, 

In our first notice deserved praise was 
given to Mr. Wedemoyer, the Musical 
Mavager, and to his orchestra, but by an 
oversight the merits of Messrs. Pipelet and 
G. L. U. Potts as Stage Managers were 
unfortunately unacknowledged. ‘To them 
the greatest’ praise is due for the smooth 
and successful manner in which the various 
scenes in the three Acts were worked. 
When principals and chorus were inaxsod 
together the Stage Managers had dificult 
problems to deal with and accomplished 
them most satisfactorily, so that the picturo 
before tho audience was pleasing and 
natural, and the most hypercritical amongst 
the audienco could find no fuult- with the 
mise-en-scéne. Nowadays a Shanghai audi- 
ence do their best to quit the thentre at once 
on the final fall of the curtain, but it should 
he recorded that on Monday lust there was 
acall for the Stage Managers, which was 
not responded to, ‘There is, however, no 
doubt that the Opera as it has heen given 
at the two performances is too long for a 
Shanghai audience, who get wearied of sit. 
ting in the theatre for over three hours and 
half. ‘The management made some judi- 
cious cuts in Gaspard’s part on Wednesday, 
which not only greatly improved that réle, 
but somewhat shortened the whole per 
formance, but not to anything like a sufli- 
cient extent ; and to bring the Opera within 
reasonable limits we would suggest to the 
Managers the excision of the Trio and 
Quintette in the second Act. The Bailie 
omitted on Wednesday the second verse 
of his buffo song in. that Act, but there is 
no reason why he should not cut the whole 
song in the interest of shortening the 
performance. All this, and some further 
judicious cutting of the dialogue would 
Teduce the Opera to reasonable limits, 
which a delighted audience would be 
pleased to sit, out. 

The Opera was repeated on Satur- 
day evening, and a Matinée will be 
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given on Wednesday next, the 20th 
instant, at 4.30 p.m., and each performance 
should fill the house.

More than a thousand of the children of 
Shanghai, including several midshipmen 
from H.M.S. Bonurenture, accepted the 
very kind’ invitation of Mr. E. F. G. 
Hatch, M.P., to see an exhibition of his 
cinematograph pictures at the Lyceum 
on Thursday afternoon. ‘The theatre itself 
was an exhibition, packed as it was from 
floor to ceiling, the gallery being occupied 
by hundreds of boys and the girls and 
smaller children occupying the boxes, dress 
circle, und stalls, Lady Hannen had orga- 
nised a committee of Indies to look after 
the children, and the whole entertainment 
was supervised by Mr. F, Anderson, 
Chairman of the Municipal Council, and 
Mr. G. Lanning, Headmaster of the Shang- 
hai Public School. ‘The exhibition was 
run by Mr, Millen, who has been brought 
out by Mr. Hatch for the purpose, Mr. 
Nelson looking after the electric light. 
Mrs. Petersen was in charge of the musical 
arrangements. In opening the enter 
ment, Mr. Lanning mentioned that Mr. 
Hatch was travelling round the world, that 
he had brought « cinematograph with him 
to tike views to take home with him, and 
at the same time he had brought out ‘some 
scenes, which he had kindly off-red to 
oxhibit to the children of Shanghai, There 
was first a piano duet as overture, xnd then 
twenty views in all were shown, in batches 
of four, with a musical interlude by some of 
tho gitl pupils‘of the Pablic School between 
each batch. ‘The whole entertainment was 
‘n perfect success ; the delight of the child- 
ren was expressed after each picture with 
enthusiasm which they will unfortunately 
lose as they get older, and they heartily ap- 
plauded tho musical interludes. Tt was a 
rent pleasure to hear their hearty and spon- 
taneous recognition as picture after picture, 
most of them of remarkable excellence, 
passed before them. At the close of the 
entertainment. Mr. Lanning called for three 
cheers for Mr. Hatch which were given 
with grateful vehomence, and in a very 
fow minutes the theatre was ompty again.

Captain Montgomerie ‘is like the captain 
of H.M.S. Pinafore in this, that he 
commands a tight good crew, and they 
ruved it at the Lyceum on Friday night. 
Without any qualifications, without an 
“after all they're only amateurs,” or “well 
you know they are only a ship's ‘company,” 
or any other excuses of the kind, we only 
express the opinion of everyone in a house 
that was packed in every corner, when we 
say that it was one of the best ‘entertain 
ments ever given here. The theatre look 
really well, dressed as it was with fla; 
filled with-happy faces, happy in the 
knowledge that by their presence they 
were aiding the fund that is being 
raised for the sufferers by the present 
war, After an overture by the orchestra, 
the curtain drew upon a semicircle of 
seventeen burnt cork artists with a pyramid 
ef twenty-two bluejackets behind them, 
the: effect being extremely good. There 
were four excellent end-men, two Bones 
and two Tambourines, and Mr. Benn, un- 
corked, was Mr, Johnson, and a very good 
one. ‘The singing, both serious and comic, 
was far abore the average in both parts. 
Weallans and Hayhurst are men who 
would make their mark in any minstrel 
show, but it really seems unfair to pick 























out any individuals, where all were so g00d. 
“The Bridge,” “The Waiter,” * Beauti- 
ful,” and ‘*Bokase T’so always laftin” 
were perfectly sung, and the greatest 
praise must be given to the accompanist, a 
marine, for the perfect time that was kept 
by tho singers. "If we mention specially in 
the second part “The Dandy "Coloured 
Coon,” ‘Sons of tho Sea,” and “The Red, 
White, and Blue,” it must be understood 
that the songs we do rot mention were 
just as well sung; while the Grand 
Military Burlesque by Messrs. Hayhurst 
and Weallans brought down the house. 
One of the most marvellous features of 
the entertainment was the Tramp Cyclery 
of Lieut. Lees, R.M.L.T., who had already 
distinguished ‘himself by his banjo song 
in the first part. It must be remembered 
that the gallant lieutenant was performing 
ona not very large stage which is on a 
slope. Apparently entirely disregarding 
this, he performed the most incredible 
feats with the most consummate case. 
He rode his bicycle every impossible 
way that the wildest ingenuity could sug- 
gest, and whether he propelled it with 
his feet or his hands, whether he rode it 
right side up or wrong side up, whether 
he sat or stood on the seat or the front 
wheel or the hind wheel, or with his 
hody on one side of the frame and his 
legs on the other. he and the bicycle went 
wherever he wanted to go.

A magnificent tableau of Britannia with 
guns and drums and divers and gallant 
men, and tho singing of “God Save the 
Queen’ and “Rule Britannia” closed the 
performance. Altogether it was a splondid 
show enthusiastically received, and we 
hear that some $1,500 were taken. We 
sincerely hopo that it will be repeated, 
for when everybody who was there praises 
it, everybody who was not there wants to 
go.

no more. The days when men went down 
to an open plain ¥nd strove hand to hand, 
and foot to foot, live only in romance. 
There were scores of carringes on the 
Bubbling Well Road on Monday, and the 
streets of Jessfield village were in the hands 
of the mafoos, for very many people went 
out to see the annul field-day of the 
S.V.C., to watch the local force contend 
inst the men of H.M.S. Bonaventure. 
They stood on small hills, with the result 
aforementioned. A nine-pounder gun near 
them fired occasionally, there w: 
nine-pounderin the village, Nat 
waited patiently near at h 
nosphere of battle, in short. However, the 
wings of doves and the eyes of Argus would 
not have discovered much to'them. The 
bodies of men engaged were, too small in 
number. The party from the Bonarenture 
numbered 150. They had breakfasted 
that morning at Mr. Hoge’s residence, 
Unkaza, and then marched out beyond 
Jessfield and took positions within certain 
boundaries. The limits of operation 
were :—On the north, the Soochow Creek 
on the south, the Chinese Great Western 
Road: on the east, a north and south 
line approximately parallel with the Bub- 
ing Well and half a mile west of it; and 
‘the west, according to discretion. 
Against the sailors the S.V.C. mustered 
about 150 infantry, 25 Light Horse, two 
nine-pounder guns with officers and ‘men, 






























and a few of the Naval Volunteers, 
the whole force being under the command 
of Major Brodie Clarke. For the purposes 
of the day it was supposed that Shanzhai 
was fully protected up to the Bubbling 
Well, but that a force of the enemy—who 
had "been raiding the country in_ the 
neighbourhood —had camped near Jessfield. 
The defenders’ orders were to discover, 
attack, and, if possible, annihilate this 
camp.’ The initial difficuty was that the 
camp did not exist. The naval men, 
as has been said, had taken up several 
strong positions, but had by no means 
disposed themselves us was intended by 
the original scheme of operation The 
defenders sent out cavalry reconnaissance 
parties, but it was long before any 
definite news came to hand of the enemy. 

‘About half-past two desultory firing 
announced that the cavalry had ‘chanced 
upon some of them, but from this point 
onward the day proceeded slowly. Tho 
aiting crowd at Jessfield melted at the 
approach of darkness the more speedily 
since chance pedestrians assured them that 
it was “allover.” The only question then 
in the mind of the public was as to.the 
general result of the encounter. On all 
hands were different stories, and news of 
the umpires’ report was awaited. It seems, 
however, that there were no umpires, and 
consequently no report. Either side may 
therefore claim victory without the possi- 
hility of official contradiction.

ARRIVAL OF THE SAVED IN HONGKONG. 
A TERRIBLE ENCE—DEVOURED 





BY SITARKS. 
KINDLY TREATED LY FILIPINO ISLANDERS, 

In our Wednesday's issue we announced 
that the ions afternoon Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire had received a tele- 
gram from Manila to the effect that the 
Hupeh lost together with 46 Chinese, 
Dut that all the Europeans aboard wero 
saved and were coming to Hongkong in the 
Yuensang. The Hupeh left Passarouan, 
Fava, on the 6th of November, and should 
have reached Hongkong on the 15th of 
November. She was thus 19 days over- 
due before any tidings were received con- 
cerning her, and consequently the gravest 
fears were entertained as to her safety. 
Yesterday the Ynensang arrived in the 
harbour with those who had been saved. 
‘These were 15 in number and consisted of 
ropeans and seven Chinese. ‘Ihe

All had gone 
on well up to then, but on the 15th—that 
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was Thursday—a severe gale came on from 
the north with a heavy sea, and at two 
o'clock on the Friday morning the vessel 
began to list to port, and things began to 
Jook so serious that Captain Pennefather 
at eight o'clock in the morning ordered 
her head to be turned towards Manila. 
Though the vessel was almost straight at 
half-prst five in the morning, she was 27 
degroes to starboard by half-past six. The 
ist. kept becoming greater and greater, 
4nd with a view to improving matters 
Onptain Pennefather ordered somo of the 
eargo to be thrown overboard. 

The list, however, coutinued to increase 
and by Saturday, the 18th November, the 
vessel was 60 degrees to starboard, and 
the crew began to talk of leaving the shi 
All the boats had gone, with the exception 
‘of one on the port side which could not 
be got at, so eight rafts were prepared 
and all got aboard except the Captain 
‘and'the passenger. The Captiin announc- 

d that he purposed sticking by the ship, 
and endenvoured to dissuade the erew from 
going’ on to the rafts, saying that ‘they 
would be safer in the ship. ‘They, how- 
ever, said they did not believe in dying 
like rats in o hole and intended to make x 
fight for it. With that they pushed off and 
were lost sight of before dark. 

‘The following day—Sunday—two of the 
rafts returned to the ship. ‘The first to 
arrive was the one in charge of the Chinese 
Doatswain, It reached the Hupeh at about 
nine o'clock in the morning, coming from 
leeward. ‘The boatswain reported that they 
had been sorely beset by sharks, the water 
literally swarming with them, and that 
during the night a raft which they were 
towing hnd gone under and that the eight 
men on it were devoured by these monsters 
of tho deep. At about four o'clock in the 
afternoon the raft with the officers and 
engineers came nlonzside from windward. 
They also said they had been much troubled 
by the sharks, which had actually leaped 
out of the water and taken tins of biscuits 
which were on the raft. Under these cir- 
cumstances they deemed it more prudent 
to endeavour to find their way back to the 
ship, which they did. By this time pro- 
visions had got very scarce on the Hupeh, 
and consequently everybody had to be put 
on short commons. 

Captain ‘Pennefather saw that bis only 
chance of safety lay in getting hold of the 
semaining boat, and with considerable dif- 
ficulty he managed to do this on Monday 
morning, the 20th of November, and the 
15 men who remained got into her. ‘The 
Hupeh was then about 114° 10’ N, and 118° 
13 E., and: was about 100 miles from the 
Ieland of Cabra. ‘The boat was pushed off 
from the ship, which went down soon after- 
wards, the boat standing by to sce the Inst 
of her. 

‘Those in the boat then made sail and on 
Wednesday morning, the 22nd, were for- 
tunate enough to reach the Island of Lu- 
Dang, one of the Philippines, landing wt 
village called Look. y 
ed most kindly by the inhabitants, who 
yave up their houses for them, brought 
them the best of their food, and presented 
them with 300 of the only 700 cigars which 
the islind possessed. The head man slso 
found them a schooner to take them to 
Manila, himself guaranteeing its return. 
On reaching Manila they found the Yuen- 
sang in port and at oncetook passage aboard 
for Hongkong. ‘The Lubang Islanders 
deserve to be rewarded for the humanity 
displayed by'them. 

We may add that the Hupeh is sister 
ship to -the. Shantung, which had only 
escaped coming to grief a short time ago. 
It will: be remembered that the Hupeh 
rendered valuable assistance on that oc- 
casion. 

Since the above was written we learn 
that the trouble started through the vessel 
springing a leak. The consequence was 
that the water got -into the sugar and the 
isting’ of ‘the vessel was the result. Tt 
































was about 11 o'clock in the morning when 
the rafts left the ship, one containing the 
officers and engineers getting away first 
and seven others with the Chinese aboard 
following. At about 11 o'clock at night 
the Europeans’ raft capsized. Only two of 
those on board could swim and it was with 
the greatest difficulty that all were saved. 
Of course what provisions were on the raft 
were lost and were devoured by the sharks, 
one of which came sailing by just as the 
last man had been got out of the water. 
On the following morning the ship was 
sighted, and, ns stated above the raft re- 
turned’ and ‘all got on board the vessel 
again.

WAR NEWS FROM DUTCH 
SOURCES. 
paverene 

We take from the Straits Times the 
following translations of Dutch telegrams 
referring to the War : 

‘The Hague, 27th November. 

Further reports regarding the-action at 
Grasspan show that General Lord Methuen's 
force occupied the hills around, in the 
evening, in overpowering numbers. ‘The 
Boers, who were Free Staters, retreated 
for strategic reasons in good order, taking 
their artillery with them. ‘The combatants 
on both sides were quite exhausted. The 
British troops had to rest the next day. 
Grasspan is now in heliographic communica- 
tion with Kimberley. The advantages 
gained by General Lord Methuen at Grass- 
pan were secured at the cost of heavy losses, 
mainly suffered by the naval brigade which 
took part in the action with heavy artillery. 

‘The Africanders in Barkly West (Cape 
Colony) havo joined the Transvaalers. 

Queenstown has been occupied by Fre 
Staters. 

"Tho Free Staters have occupied Storm- 
berg in Cape Colony, and have taken up a 
position southwards. ‘The Cape Afticanders 

ave interrupted both telegraphic and 
railway communication between that place 
and Cape Town. 

President Kruger’s health is arousing 
uneasiness ; he is suffering from kidney 
disease. 








28th November. 

‘The Governor of Natal reports that the 
Boers there have retreated upon Weenen, 
‘a town eastward of Colenso, and that the 
‘advancing British force is now three miles 
to the north of the Mooi River. 

The British nawapapeee state that 
General Lord Methuen has taken Honey- 
nest-Kloof station to the north of Grasspan 
with two millions of cartridges. 

‘The Times says that the Boers, notwith- 
standing that they have retreated into the 
northern part of Natal, have a large forco 
stationed between Estcourt and Maritz- 
burg, where General Buller has arrived. 

‘The Boers near Estcourt have blown up, 
by means of dynamite, the middle railway 
bridge at Frere. 

It is officially announced that the total 
British loss at Grasspan amounted to 200 
men, including the Sth Lancers, whose 
main body seoins to have been surprised 
and made prisoners by the Boers. ‘The 
naval brigade there seoms also. to have 
fallen into an ambuscade during the action.

Morever, they use innumerable 
spies, and code telegrams are permitted to 
so-called friendly Powers. They possess 
vast stores at Pretoria, which is fortified 
and tenable by slight forces.

Referring to’ the 
general policy of France, he said that with 
a stationary population it was better to 
preserve what she had acquired than to 
seek further colonial expansion. France 
had taken a Inrge corner of China, which 
appeared most advantageous; but’ it was 
necessary to reserve her resources for 
efforts which vital interests. might 
necessitate. Her sole aim was to prevent 
China from giving to another Power 
exclusive control over Provinces bordering 
on_ French possessions ; and she should 
endeavour to keep China open to all foreign 
enterprises. 

Lord Methuen, in his dispatch, further 
adds :—The Infantry behaved splendidly, 
supported by the Naval Brigade and our 
Artillery. The enemy fought with great 
courage and skill, and, had I attacked later, 
would have had far heavier losses. 

“The victory was complete in every 
respect. T have taken forty prisoners, and 
am burying a good number of Boers, but 
most of their killed and wounded were taken 
away by their comrades. 

“Thave taken a large{number of horses 
and cattle, and have destroyed a large

Mr. McNeill, at the outset, pointed out 
that under Rule 100 of the Supreme Court 
#8 re-hearing might be granted, and Section 
131 of the Order in Council of 1865 provided 
for appeals from the judgment of the 
Court. He contended that the former did 
not give the Judge power to set aside his 
own judgment. 

His Lordship remarked that in the 
grounds for a re-hearing there were some 
which wero really grounds for an appeal. 
It would bo impossible for him to set aside 
the judgment which had been entered— 
that could only be done by the Privy 
Council. It would be grossly. unfair to 
the parties if a decision could be bandied 
about like a shuttlecock : that one side 
should move one thing and get a decision, 
and then the other side should come and 
move for the reverse. He could grant » 
new trial, but could not alter his decision, 
unless to correct a slip or a blunder; 
it could only be set aside. 

Mr. McNeill said that under the Rules 
of the Court there was no power to set 
asido the judgment. 

His Lordship—I_ myself have done ex- 
actly what Mr. Wilkinson wants to do, 
and I proceeded in a way which he 
Suggeatel it shoald be done, bamely, I 
asked for a re-hesring and that was 
refused, and I appealed. I did not 
ask for the setting aside of the judg- 
ment. I will allow you, Mr. Wilkin- 
sion, to amend the notice of motion, or 
we will take it as it is and then I shall 
dismiss it. But I will allow you to amend 
it eo as to make it a motion that the 
verdict be set aside, and a new trial 
directed, ete. 

Mr. Wilkinson accepted the suggestion 
and the notice of motion was amended as 
follows :— 

‘Mr, Hiram Parkes Wilkinson, counsel for 
the plaintiff herein, moves that the verdict 










































of the Jury found in this suit be set aside, or 
in the alternative that certain of the findings 


returned by the Jury- upon the trial of this: 


suit namely, the findings returned to the 
questions submitted to the Jury by the Judge 
presiding at the said trial numbered respee- 
tively 1, 2, 3, 4 and 7, may be set aside and a 
rehearing or new trial may be directed as to 
the material issues (if any) so found. 


Mr. Wilkinson in addressing the Court 
in support of his application proceeded to 
deal with the first of the grounds of the 
motion, and to quote authorities upon the 
question of misdirection by the Judge. As 
to the first point in the grounds of motion 
—whether Mr. Joly should answer certain 
questions in all good faith—it was a ques- 
tion of fact. It was not even brought by 
the defendants as a question of law. ‘Then 
as to Mr. Joly’s agreement as to the basis 
of the contract, one might say that agree- 
ment was a mental process. But other 
mental processes were certainly put to the 
jury, and if they were held capable of 
answering these they could very well have 
answered the one in question. He urged 
this at some length, and submitted that 
the slight slteration’ of a question to in- 
troduce the matter of the agreement 
would have made a great alteration in 
the case. Then he said that another 
important part of the evidence which had 
not been subiaitted to the jury was the 
sending back of the interim receipt. 

His Lordship—You fever mentioned it. 
I noticed that throughout, and it struck me 
as one of the things that I was always 
expecting you to mention. You surely do 
not expect me to mention things that you 
never mention. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I have got to fight my 
opponents. Surely, your Lordship, if it 
had been in your mind as a material fact 
you could have— 

His Lordship—I was watching for you to 
do that. At the time I was summing-up 
‘it was not in my head. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I can only do the best 
for my clients. 

His Lordship—That is all Icando. I 
cannot be expected to find points for you. 
You say that the question of tho sending 
back of the receipt was never submitted to 
the jury by me. Why? When you never 
did it ! ~ 

‘Mr. Wilkinson—I am not expected— 

His Lordship—I am not expected to put 
every point in favour of your client. There 
is a material point of evidence that you, I, 
and the jury should have considered and 
we neglected it. Now you want a new 
trial because you did not call the attention 
of the jury to it. I may tell you that I have 
made up my mind on that point, Of course, 
you can go on if you like. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that as to tho law 
that he argued on the point as to condition 
and warranty he certainly did bring it, 
and it was material. He went on to deal 
more fully with tho second ground of 
motion—the agreement as to the basis of 
the contract. As the defendants, in their 
pleadings, had dealt with it absolutely as 
a question of fact, then as such it should 
have gone to the jury. He then went on 
to the third ground—that the judge had 
withheld from the jury the Insurance Act 
of Canada, which was material evidence 
tendered on behalf of the plaintiff. It was 
very unpleasant for him to have todo it, 
he said. He was there, however, as a 
lawyer. He did not like it. 

His Lordship—What do you say—that 
it was tendered simply as a fact ? 

Mr. Wilkinson—Let me tell you the 
facts, that I may see whether you agree to 
them or not. There is no note about it. 
The first thing: that happened was that 
Iraised the question of this Act on the 
morning when the jury were here and 
before I called any witness:s. Then I 
understood that considerations of law were 
not to be then gone into, 

His Lordship—Yes, 























Mr. :Wilkinson—Then I did rothing 
more. ‘hen at the argument as to the 
law afterwards, when we were going into 
the question of the law on the findings I 
brought it up again. Mr. McNeill raised 
an objection and I was in a position to 
have proved it then to meet his objection, 
and then I understood that all evidence 
must go in to the jury. 

His Lordship—You did not tender it as 
evidence until after you had closed your 
case, 

Mr. Wilkinson—Because your Lord- 
ship made a ruling that you were net 
to have law then. 

His Lordship—But I did not make a 
rule that you were not to have facts which 
would prove your points of Inw. 

Mr. ‘Wilkinson—You intimated that you 
would not have any law then. 

His Lordship—You ought to have proved 
it as evidence. Really, Mr. Wilkinson, 
is it mot a fact that you were yourself the 
sinner up to the moment of your going 
into Court upon the argument as to tho 
entry of judgment that the production of 
that’ book was the production of the 
statute, and that you did not want 
evidence to prove it 

Mr. Wilkinson—You are right, my 
Lord, until I came to argue I believed 
that I could put it in in that way, 

Bis Lordship—Then during the whole 
of the trial, during the time you had to 
give evidence, you had no intention of 
giving evidence at all. 

Mr. Wilkinson—But Mr. MeNoill had 
taken no objection. 

His Lordship—He took no objection 
because there was no objection for him to 
take. There was no reason that ho should, 
You want me to say that Mr, McNeill 
should have reminded you of it. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I was labourin; 
the difficulty that when I wanter

‘The 
whole machinery of the Court, its practice, 
barristers, and the rest would be upset. I 
have decided, and I may be wrong or I 
may be right. Only the Privy Couneil can 
tell me J am wrong. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson—Thé Privy Council will 
look at the Act. 

His Lordsbip—I do not thik they will ; 
that is exactly where I think you are wrong. 
Ido not think they will look at the Act. 

Mr. Wilkinson—Then I take the further 
point about the Act.

His Lordship—There is no doubt that 
he did. ‘The Jury found it. I should havo 
read the question in that way. I should 
have thought you meant a specific act. 
T should not have thought that you meant 
hhim to set out all the acts. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson—But i 
statute. 

His Lordship—Of course you wanted 
him to set out the one you wanted. If 
not a specific act he must have set out 
every act referring to insurance. 

Mr. Wilkinson—He might have +aid 
there is « Canadian Insurance Act and 
there are other acts. 

‘His Lordsliip—Why did you not put it 
to him?

His Lordship—You say that I ought to 
have directed that certain answers were 
made by him in application to the de- 
fendants for policy of insurance, and 
not in connection with or with a view to 
influence the decision of the defendants in 
entering into the contract with the de- 
fendant. You say that I ought to have 
directed their attention to the difference 
that might arise. 

Mr. Wilkinson—TI say that in so far they 
were not material to the contract. 
Lordship—You assumo that your 
is right, aud you want mo to direct 
jury to give a finding on a particular 
point so that your case may be made right. 
‘There is another point that Icannot under- 
stand. The jury having found that tho 
statements were not made with the inten- 
tion of influencing the decision of the 
defendants what is the good of arguing the 
matter? I don't understand what inore you 
want. They found that the statements 
were made without a purpose. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I tried to got at this— 
that the answers made on an applicati 
for 15 years’ policy aro not necessarily 
material to the policy sued on. You did not 
‘say one word to them on materiality. For 
all one knows they were nding whether it 
was material or not on a 15 years’ policy or 
alife policy. The jury were not told to 
state : “There are the answers—are they 
material?” They were not given a chance 
to say they were not. 

His Lordship—That you 
argued. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson—Your Lordship said that 
I had done the best I could for my client— 
and then left the whole thing to the 
jury, swith. what effet. may. .be .imagined:

His Lordship—No, that was not care- 
fully explained by me. I think there was a 
reason why it should not have been, 

Mr. Wilkinson did not continuo with 
this point but went on to quote paragraph 
5a," from the grounds of motion, dealing 
with the alleged withholding from the 
jury of the issue as to whether the defend- 
ants or their agents had knowledge before 
the 4th of February, 1898, of the truth or 
untruth of Mr. Joly’s answers. This, he 
urged, was a question of fact which the 
jury were able to find on, and were not 
asked to find on. He quoted a case on the 
point, and went on to say that although 
fone man could not be a walking diction- 
ary yet the knowledge was there—at the 
Rejection Exchange—if they cared to go 
and look at the list. 

His Lordship—That has all been spoken 
to. I thought you were going to quote a

Mr. Wilkinson—You mean that I was 
going to quote a case that the question of 
Knowledge was a question of fact which 
must be left to the jury. 

Mr. MeNeill—As regards 5a, your Lord- 
ship, you have already ruled that there is 
no evidence which might have gone to the 
jury. 

His Lordship—My ground is this: In 
order that there should be waiver there 
must be full knowledge. There is no 
evidence to go to the jury that there is 
full knowledge. ‘Therefore everything 
must be swept ai There is no evidence 
that there was full knowledge, but thore ig 
evidence that they have not full know- 
ledge. 

Mr. Wilkinson—That is a point which 
should have been left to the jury. 

His Lordship—If tho jury had fond 
that there was full knowledge I should 
have been obliged to reverse it as being 
against the weight of evidence. 

Me. Wilkinson—But that was not put to 
the jury. 

His Lordship—No. ‘The facts here aro 
not in dispute in any way. It is a mere. 
question of legal inferonces from facts.” I 
say that the facts not belog in dispute, 
and there being no evidence which could 
properly be put to the jury it was useless 
for me to do so. Reinember this, Mr. 
Wilkinson, that Iam not saying Tam bound 
to be right. Tsay that I have determined

Mr. Wilkinson—Will your Lordship not 
listen to.0 suggestion—ibat on the ques 
tion of the finding of fact you wore un- 
happily misled?

Mr. Wilkinsoni—I am afraid I do, where 
such a fact as that is concerned.

Lordship—You think that they are 
bound to misapprehend the law. ‘To say 
that a mirapprehension must arise be- 
cause they are not directed on a point of 
law is a peculiar point, 

Mr, McNeill—Perhaps it would save 
time if I quoted from a very recent cas 

His Lordship—Nothing will save time 
‘on this point, 

Mr. Wilkinson said no more on this 
question, and did not devote time to 
consideration of paragraph 58, which 
dealt with knowledze. He’ w te 
jaragraph 6, which alleged the withholding 
Foouthe jury of the question whether or 
no the defendants rejected Me, 
application, and (if ‘they did) w 
notice of such rejection was sent to 
Tt was the question of fact which wa:

‘Mr. Wilkinson next dealt with paragraph 
7 4s to the alleged non-direction of the 
jury on the ground of waiver. His Lord- 
ship's observations on the point of know- 
ledge had covered the point of waiver, 

His Lordship—Yes, Tsay that in order 
that there should be waiver there should 
be full knowledge, 

Mr. Wilkinson—Waiver is something 
which he does or does not do. 

Bis Lordship—No, it is an inference of 
law from his act, from what he does do, 

Mr. Wilkinsou—Then you have already 
ruled on that? 

His Lordship—Yes, I consider that the 
facts were not in dispute, and it was mere- 
ly an inference of luw from those facts. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson then read parsuraph 8

| might say that all lexses were of the same 
| nature—the hiring for a sum of money, 
But the instance of hiring fora week, the 
instance of hiring at will, were not_neces- 
sarily the same—were as a fact different 
toa lease fora month, for a year, for 99 
years. They were all’ leases, ‘and all had 
todo with hiring. But in one of the cases 
it was very different—the case of the lease 
at will, What would be material tobe known 
by the landlord about his tenant in the 
case of a lease at will was very different 
from what he ought to know as toa tenant 
for a year or 99 years.

‘The whole argument of the de- 
fendauts was that it was material, I had 
to do the best I could as against. my 
opponents. 

His Lordship—Please remember that I 
had to do that also, You think I ought 
to slip nothing. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I do, my Lord. It 
would ‘have been very wrong of me to 
think auything else than that everything 
possible would be done. 

Mr. Wilkinson quoted from the case of 
Westbury x, Aberdeen, where it was sai, 
“the question of materiality is certainly 
for the jury, and they must take @ reason 
able view of the facts.” Isay, he went on, 
that here you did not say to'them, ‘BI. 
Wilkinson'has said that the facts are not 
necessarily material facts on the policy.”

His Lordship—I ough 
to them that your vi 
one? 

Mr. Wilkinson—No. But even if you

His Lordship—Well, if it ix merely on

Lordship—No, it was not. 

Mr. Wilkinson—Suppose the London 
Insurance Co, v. Manseli, which was tho 
strongest case against me, had been put to 
them as the law.

I may be wrong, but you will at once 
see why I could not go into a question of 
materiality in a question of this sort. 

Mr. Wilkin-on—But even if you had 
said that one was 6 months and the other

His Lordship—I don’t think there is 
even that difference. They are both con- 
tracts of assurance. 

Mr, Wilkinson—Not life assurance ! 

His Lordship—Both contracts of life 
assurance. I consider them to be so. 

Mr. Wilkinson quoted from a cise where 
a judge had said ‘the point was not put 
to the jury through me,” and had felt that 
he was wrong. He passed on to paragraph 
LLof the grounds of motion, whieh said 
that the finding of the jury to thit seventh 

uestion submitted 10 them was against 
the weight of evidence. It appeared, he 
said, that uine-tenths of the business of 
the ‘company was done with a particular 
nationnlity—one-tenth with other mationa- 
lities. 

Mr. McNeill—Where does that come in? 

‘Me. Wilkinson—In the evidence. 

His Lordship—Yes, something like that 
comes in. I think it is in evidence, 

Mr. Platt—In Shanghai only.

Mr. Wilkinson then brought up para- 
graph 12, a8 to the discovery of fresh 
evidence ‘since the trial. His lordship, 
ho said, had read the affidavit of the Rev. 
F. L, Hawks Pott. He urged that if the 
jury hud had that before them they could 
not have answered that the defendants 
were influenced by the untrue statements. 
What did the untrue statements come to? 
The two sets of answers were as to non- 
disclosure of refusal by, or of application 
to, other companies, ‘The first covered 
the second. Now they had Mr. Hawks 
Pott, who said that that was exactly what 
had ‘happened to him. Mr. Kerr said in 
his evidence that he believed the state- 
ments were true, Mr. Hnwks Pott had 
been refused by two companies—but that 
did not prevent the defendants from want 
ing him and even running after him, 
‘Then as to heart disease. ‘There was Mr. 
Hawks Pott, a man who said, “I don't 
want to be bothered about heing insured, 
and I have got heart disease.” Still they 
thought it was a good enough risk. ‘They 
worried him about it. 

His Lordship—Then because they have 
taken one they would take any other! I 
am quite sure, Mr. Wilkinson, that you 
will see there is nothing in that. 

Mr. Wilkinson—They were saying that 
their company would not take aman who 
had been previously refused, or who was 
suffering from heart disease. Here is 
man who under both those circumstances 
has been taken eagerly. You see, my lord, 
the effect of that on a jury. 

His Lordship—Iquite agree that it would 
havea very great effect ona jury. But I 
am not quite sure whether it would have 
rightly a very strong effect. 

‘Mir. Wilkinson—But here the defendants 
have been making what I should like to

His Lordship—Why do you keep inter- 
rupting, Mr. Wilkinson. Mr. McNeill 
has a perfect right to say this. Tt is for 
you to prove and for him to suggest things 
that may have been. He began by saying 
‘tas may have been and as was the case. 
He mr y suggest anything that he likes. 

Mr. McNeill—Mr. Kerr is here prepared 
to prove what I say. Mr. Hawks Pott 
does not mention the kind of policy 
applied for, ‘which was in fact a liened 
policy. His evidence, therefore, so far 
as it nffects question 7—that the com- 
pany was induced by Mr. Joly's falso 
evidence to issue the interim, receipt—is 
in value nil. As to paragraphs 13 and 14 
taken together T have nothing to add to 
what fell from your Lordship this morning. 
The note I had made with a view to re- 
Plving was exnctly in tho torn of your 

rdship's remarks—that theso are'answers 
to that question which any reasonable, 
honest man would naturally have given, 
The question appears to refer ta specific 
statutes referring to this Company. Ho 
refers, accordingly, to those statutes which 
refer to this particular Company. If your 
Lordship desires it, but not otherwise, I 
am prepared to show that this Canadian 
statute is absolutely, in the present case, 
of no value whatever. Iam prepared to 
take a copy and deal with it as an original, 
and to show that so far from*having dis- 
covered an authority, Mr, Wilkinson has 
discovered a mare's-nest, 

His Lordship—You need not. 

Mr. MeNeill—As to paragraph 15, I havo 
nothing to say. I don’t propose to refer 
to the judgment given on the questions 
referred to in paragraphs 1, 2, 5a, 5b, and 
6. With regard to paragraph 16, Ihave 
also nothing to say, and with regard to 
paragraph 17, T leave that matter entirely 
in your Lordship’s hands. I ought to 
add’ that under no circumstances in any 
court, in any country'of the world, would 
a new trial be granted in a case’ of this 
kind. ‘There is not one single person here 
who has not cauvassed the matter on 
both sides. It is quite impossible that 
there can be in this case a fair re-trial on 
the questions under discussion. 

Mr. McNeill having thus concluded, 
there remained the reply for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Wilkinson—It lies with me, your 
Lordship to address you for the last time on 
this much debated matter. I think that 
there is one last chance of pointing out 
that there must be a retrial. I take the 
second case quoted by my learned friend. 
‘There, in the middle of it, the very circum- 
stances fora new trial are mentioned— 
that all the circumstances surrounding the 
case were not put to the jury. I put it 
generally to your Lordship that in ordinary 
cases the point is this. When a man 
applies fora new trial, if everything has 
been put to the jury he niust prove to the 
Court that the verdict was against the 
weight of evidence and that there has been 
amisearriage of justice. But where the mix- 
ed questions of law and fact have not been 
put to the jury, and where matters of fact 
have not been put to them then other 
considerations come in. That is, if you 
can prove that a fact has not been put 
to the jury, and the learned judge did 
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not: explain to them such things as would 
‘enable them to come to a conclusion. 

Mr. Wilkinson quoted certain cases from 
the Irish‘Reports, and went on to say— 
I may be fighting a losing battle, but I 
‘am speaking as legal adviser of the plain- 
tiff. ‘There were certain things not put 
to the jury, and even if the jury would 
have been directed by you and would have 
found 1nother way the plaintiff has a right 
to ham: the whole thing put to the jury. 

‘His Lordship—Then every plaintiff has 
aright to have a shorthand reporter with 
‘perfect’ memory, who can work the pho- 
nograph and cinematograph, so that the 
whole thing should be flung at the head of 
the jury in order that they should come to 
tho conclusion ; and if this reporter does not 
do everything that can be conceived possible 
that he should do, then ono of the sides 
has a right to a new trial. That is the 
impression you leave on my mind. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I am allowed to forget 
things. The Bench is infallible. What if 
Thear you say: “There has been a point 
which has not been put to the jury.” 

His Lordship—If the judge thinks of a 
point that is all right. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson— Apparently it is utter] 
hopeless. I can’t do more than Ihave mid, 

is Lordship—It is quite hopeless on 
that point, 

‘Mr. Wilkinson—As regards that point 
of the Act of Parliamont—that these people

His Lordship—All I say is: ‘Is it ma- 
nifestly untrue?” I should have answered it 
inthe same way myself.

I did not 
for one moment imagine that you wanted 
to ask what Acts of the Canadian 
legislature applied to insurance cases. He 
did not understand the question, and, in 
the sane way, I did not understand it. 

Mr. Wilkinson—I took his answer as true 
until 48 hours before the trial, and then 
I found the Act, which apparently to me, 
does apply. You hold that I did not 
attempt to put it in. 

His. Lordship—You did not attempt. 
You did nothing of the kind. You quoted 
it just as an English statute, After you 
closed your case you were moving for 
judgment upon the verdict of the jury and

Imay say at once 
that I think this motion for re-hearing 
must be rejected, and I will first of 
deal with the questions which have been 
raised seriatim, as they are put down. 
‘Many of these give rise to general principles, 
and I shall speak to those afterwards. 
With regard to the first the short answer 
to that is that tho contract was in writing 
and the terms were for the judge and not 
for the jury. As to No. 2 the same 
objection rests. 3s to 3, I say that the 
evidence was not tendered at the trial, but 
on the motion before judgment ’ was 
given. It was then rejected, and if 
that was wrong, the grounds of appeal are 
not the grounds for anew trial, As to 4, 
Thave already, during the course of the 
argument, indicated very much what I feel. 
First of all, as the jury found the 
statements were not made with a 
induce the defendants to issue an interim 
receipt, it is « little difficult to understand 
why this objection is raised, but I do see 
a glimmer of what is contended as to its 
materiality. If it is contended that T 
ought to hare directed the jury, I certainly 
do not think I ought to have done so, nor 
do I think that they were in the least wrong 
in finding as they did. As to paragraphs 
5 and 6, I think I have deale with 
those sufficiently during the argument to 
indicate my opinion, that they do not giv 
any ground fora new trial. They really 
are, as Mr. McNeill pointed out, not in 
dispute as regards the facts. Whether 
there was no rejection in law is a question 
of law. The facts upon which any 
argument can be based aro all admitted 
and there was not any doubt that no 
notice ever reached Mr. Joly, aud no one 
everssid that there was. It would be quite 
useless to ask the jury to find a forma 
question whether it did or did not. No 
one ever contended that it did. As to 
paragraph 7 I say that the facts -as 
to waiver were not in any way in dispute. 
‘The only question was as to whether they 
amounted in Inw to. waiver. These facts 
were undisputed and Mr. Wilkinson con- 
siders that they amounted to waiver. I 
observed Mr. MeNeill’s contention. It 
would in no way alter the position of 
affairs if they had found that what was 
admitted was of such-and-such a nature. 
All that was admitted. As to paragraph 
8—whether Mr. Joly was suffering on the 
19th of January, 1898, from heart disease, 
and so on—I say that it was not in the 
least material, and that Ishould have been 
quite wrong ‘to have loft tho point to 
tho jury. With regard to paragraph 9, T 
say it was not a material point that they 
should set out seriutim the names of the 
doctors whom Mr. Joly consulted. As 
to paragraph 10 the general consideration 
with regard to that will he sufficient to 
deal with it. 
































As to paragraph 11, which 


says that the finding of the jury in answer to 
the seventh question was against the weight 
of evidence, I can only say that I agree 
with the jury, and looking at the evidence

T came to the same conclusion. 

therefore say that the verdict wa 
the weight of evidence. As to paragra 
12, with regard to new evidence, all I wish 
to’ say on that, except. my remarks 
general considerations, is that that - 
deuce given exactly in that way ought 
not logically to have affected the minds of 
the jury. I, personally, think it would 

















have affected them, but I don't think, if 
they had been truly logical men it ought 
to have done so. ‘That evidence only says 
that Mr. Hawks Pott did get the interim 
receipt. It does not sy what kind it was. 
An interim receipt is a conditional xc- 
ceptance of a particular application. He 
does not say what his application- was. 
We cannot tell that they would not have 
charged him a very much higher premium. 
Isay therefore that it is not suflicient to 
start a new trial. That is not the sort of 
evidence which can be produced, because 
it was not in the possession of the plaintiffs 
at the time. If that is introduced because

li} give evidence before the trial, then, 


after another trial has been granted 
you may find. another witness to say 
something else. 

Mr. Wilkinson—Of course, my Lord, I 
could not advertise in the paper for people. 

His Lordship—What you can got. ab 
the trial you ought ‘to get. — With 
regard to paragraph 13 and the Canadian 
Act of Parliament I have dealt with 
that sufficiently. All I need at present 
say is that the defendants were not 
bound to produce the Act. It is a general 
Act, and no one, reading that question, 
would have understand that it, referred to 
special Acts, As to paragraph 14, T say 
that that is no ground for a now trial at 
all. If the evidence was falso to Mr. 
Macauley’s knowledge and was material 
to the point that has been sued on, there 
is a prosecution for perjury, but as to

‘Tho 
questions should have been put at the 
trial, and I had already seen that dictum 
of Lord Halsbury. At the beginning of 
the trial I said in so many words that I 
was going to put certain questions to the 
jury. ‘The obvious thing for both of you 
to do was to prepare yourselves the issues 
that you thought ought to be, put to 
the jury, and then when I put my 

uestions it was for you to suggest. I 
should have been only too delighted to 
put such suggestions to the jury. It is 
manifestly for the counsel to’ suggest 
special points if they want them put to tho 
jury. ‘That was never done, and there- 
fore all these questions must’ be rejected 
on that “ground—upon the ground that 
these should have been sugyested at tho 
trial and cannot now be grounds for a new 
trial, I may as well quote that. case of 
Nevill v. Fine Art Insurance Company 
(Appeal Cases, 1897). Further, in connec- 
tion with Order 39, Rule 6, in my opinion. 
no substantial wrong or ‘miscarriage of 
justice has been occasioned. I mean that 
if these things had been put they would, 
and could not, and ought not, to have 
substantially affected the judgment in any 
way. A great number of them do not 
affect the real question xt issue, and the 
others ought not to, have affected the jury 
so that they came to another decision.” As 
to paragraphs LL and 15 there is what I 
have said before. I think therefore that 
upon all the grounds the motion fails. 
‘There ought not to be a new trial.

Iam quite convinced that they 
were shouted to, and in plenty of tie for 
them to have done something. Exactly 
what they were to do under the cireum- 
stances, Isto not think it is possible for me 
to say. At any rate they might have done 
omething, and did nothing. As they did 
nothing they. are therefore to blame.

‘The man had troubled him times without 
number, and he had always refused to pay 
until the job in pr gress had been com- 
pleted, A’ few days ngo the complainant 
had met him on the Yangtzepoo Road and 
Ind told him that he wis going to bring 
the coulies to his offices Defendant did 
not strike complainant.

Mr. Cairney—I did not.
